A great financier, writing recent'y in the Nine- 
teenth Century Mavazine, declared tha‘ tie whole 
financial trouble which is now depressing ils 
country was due to the extravagance of women. 

A writer in Collier’s wee» y asser‘ed that the 
business men of America were beinz driver as 
ty fiends racing along to keep ahead cf the all 
but infernal demands of extravagant women. 

And this writer declared that we musl revise 
our entire notion o’ the status of woman and must 
curb her extravagant tastes; ctherwise the woinen 
of America would become more an? more selfish 
until at last the selfishness would develop into 
e species of brutality. 

There are unmistakable indications that ex- 
travagance among the women leaders in Eastern 
society is upon the increase. A few years azo 
the ball given by Mrs. Bradley-Martin in New 
York was looked upon as the climax of extrava- 
gance. It was estimated to cost $75,000. 


That Famous ‘‘Butterfly Ball.’’ . 
UT this was soon outdone by the famous 
B James Hazen Hyde ball at Sherry’s. For 
a time this was the top-notch, and: then it 
was outdone last winter by a ball given in Phila- 
delphia by James W. Paul Jr., in homor of the 
“coming out’ of his daughter, Miss Mary Paul. 
This ball is known as the “butterfly ball’ because 
the lives of 500 beautiful butterflies, gathered 
after months of labor in Peru, Brazil and India, 
were sacrificed. The multi-colored ‘butterflies were 
let loose above a banquet table and fulttered 
among the lights and flowers until they became 
tired and fell to the floor and were crushed under 
the feet of the dancers. 

When the newspapers of Philadelphia spoke of 
this as “extravagance” Mr. Paul replied that it 
Was not extravagance at all; it was merely an 
entertainment designed to please his daughter, 
and was wholly within his means, and was there- 
fore not extravagance. 

Mrs. Howard Gould made the same sort of a 
plea when her husband accused her of extrava- 
gance because she spent $17,500 in nine months 
for gowns and accessories. Mrs. Gould replied 
that the $17,500 worth of gowns were “necessi- 
ties.” 

Among the things she bought in those nine 
months, -nd which she insisted were necessary 
tu her comfort, and therefore not extravagances, 
were a white batiste embroidered gown with filet 
lace. This cost $650. There were two chiffon 
motoring veils at $20 each, a white straw hat at 
$55, a blue chiffon tea gown and coat at $475 and 


a belt at $22.

MAKING FULL USE OF THE SCHOOLS. 

The favor with which members of the Board of 
Eaucation have received the suggestion of the 
Rev. Dr. Harrison that popular lecture courses 
be established in the public schools gives promise 
that the constitutional objections may be easily 
removed. 

A similar question involving the expenditure of 
money and the use of school property for the ed- 
ucation of persons over 20 years of age, arose 
in connection with the night schools where many 
adults presented themselves. To meet the consti- 
tutional limitation and at the same time to en- 
courage the pursuit of learning by adults a nom- 
inal charge was made in the cases of all who 
were over the lawful age. 

Popular lecture courses might at least be estab- 
lished tentatively on this basis, making them 
free to all under 20 years of age and fixing a 
small charge for those who are older. A nominal 
admission charge might be considered good pol- 
icy, without reference to legal conditions. _ 

Objections of this character presented else- 
where have been overcome without serious 
trouble and the same results may be expected 
here if there be a real purpose to encourage the 
movement. In many places the greatest obstacle 
has been the unwillingness of conspicuous edu- 


for purposes other than the instruction of the 
young during stated hours and seasons. 

To defeat ‘at once opposition of this kind it 
would be well to make a beginning in some 
school building which is well situated for the 
objects in view. One such public lecture course 
in successful operation would be worth a great 
deal to the movement. 

Our public school buildings are rapidly taking 

high rank among the architectural splendors of 
the city. They are none too costly for their 
original purpose, but the people who build them 
and support them do not receive from them al] 
the benefits that they might easily confer. 
‘Such structures are used only a few hours a 
day for five days in the week during about nine 
months in the year. They might, without injury, 
be occupied evenings and on Saturdays and Sun- 
days. In some sections they could with profit be 
made intellectual. and social centers for whole 
neighborhoods, thus exercising an elevating in- 
fluence upon old as well as young.

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ONE SUPREMELY HAPPY TRUST. 

In circulars to its stockholders and to the pub- 
lictthe Steel Trust is boasting of its prosperity, 
as well it may. 

To begin with, it is in the enjoyment of gov- 
ernmental protection so rich that there must be 
a large’ margin..for mistakes and mismanage- 
ment, as well as for profit, In. the next place, 
while the depression has checked its prosperity, 
Eusiness is picking up and it has a magnificent 
cash surplus on hand. Lastly and quite as im- 
portant, at a time when other trusts have been 
dragged into court by criminal and civil pro- 
cesses and in other ways put to great inconven- 
ience and\expense, it has been ignored as com- 
pletely by the officers of the law as a “quiet 
game” on the beat of a “fixed” policeman. 

Aside from the possible further curtailment of 
the people’s ability to buy iron and steel at high 
prices there seems to be no cloud in the sky of 


_|}the trust except the alleged purpose of the Repub- 


lean party to revise the tariff after the next 
presidential election. Some other trusts are in 
ccurt or in the prisoner’s box, but the worst that 
is to befall the Steel Trust is a new tariff bill 
next year. 

It has generally happened that revision of the 
custom house schedules has improved the position 
of iron and steel by making things still easier 
for them. Judging the future by the past, there- 
fore, and considering the fact that nothing more 
terrible than a-revision of the tariff by its friends 
is in prospect, the Steel Trust appears to have 
excellent reasons for self felicitation and an extra 
dividend or two. 
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DINING WITH THE PRESIDENT. 

A pleasing White House custom which has been 
pursued with great consistency by Mr. Roose- 
velt is to compliment persons in many walks of 
life with invitations to dine with the President. 

The present chief magistrate once said that he 
felt it to be a duty as well as a pleasure to break 
bread in the executive mansion with all men of 
every race and station who had distinguished 
themselves in any manner. His unaffected democ- 
racy is well known. He is as much at his ease 
with a cowboy, a mechanic or a farmer as he is 
with a Congressman or a diplomat. 

The latest recognition of this kind has fallen 
upon an organizer of the American Federation of 
Labor in New York, who won the President’s ap- 
proval the other day by attending a meeting of 
“parlor socialists” and denouncing them as en- 
emies of the Republic and of organized labor. 
Speaking for trades unionism, he said that there 
might be something in Socialism, but that there 
could be little except mischief in the influence ex- 
erted by the impracticables whom he was ad- 
dressing. | 

In this case the parlor socialists were mostly 
recruits from families of wealth, who, having 
taken various degrees in sociology and settlement 
work, were in some sort of touch with radicals 
whose views were known to be revolutionary.

The misfortune is that they frequent- 
ly embrace ideas that are flercely at war with 
Americanism and which, of course, lead only to 
disorder and crime. We used to welcome true 
revolutionists in the United States with open 
arms. There was no secrecy about it.. We rented 
halls, heard speeches, cheered for liberty and de- 
nounced tyranny and let it go at that. Now we 
nave select coteries. which receive bomb 
tcsrowers and advocates of assassination in fine 
mansions privately, and there are degenerate sons 
and daughters in those homes who find diversion 
in the study of or in prattling about their meth- 
ods. 

The representative of New York trades union- 
ism told one small circle of this kind the truth 
when he said to their faces that they ought to be 
ashamed of themselves; that organized labor had 
nothing in common with them and that if they did 
not take care they would, soon or late, find them- 
selves involved in the crime which their mentors 
were likely to commit. | 

By inviting him to be his guest at the White 
House the President shows him deserved honor 
and at the same time expresses high official dis- 
approval of a deplorable evil. 
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THE MEN WHO COUNT OUR VOTES. 

Votes are the direct means of most improve- 
ment in government, and eventually it will take 
votes to dispose of, in one way or another, the 
vexing case of the House combine. The system 
of ward representation must be eradicated or a 
dominant majority "of honest representatives 
must be installed, in either case by voting 
strength. 

To effect the public will in this case, as in every 
other, votes will have to be counted as cast. It 
is frequently easier to supply the _ votes 
than to secure their correct return. This 
has been notoriously the case in St. Louis 
a: times, and will continue to be so until the 
people themselves, besides supplying the votes, 
will actively exercise their rights and duties to 
secure honest judges and clerks whc will count 
them. . , 

The Governor does his duty under the statutes 
when he appoints an upright and capable Elec: 
tion Board. The commissioners do ‘their duty 
when they examine and select judges and clerks 
ov” their prima facie qualifications, exerting what 
knowledge and judgment they. can, and after- 
wards publishing the list of selections to afford 
the people the opportunity of objection. The 
Circuit Court does its duty when, in the absence 
of objection, it confirms the selections. 

The people do not uo their duty, invited and 
allowed for by statute, when they permit with- 
out protest the selection of officials whom they 
know to be bad characters or otherwise unfit. In 
the nature of the process many bad selections are 
inevitable, since there are six officials to be 
chosen for each of 405 precincts. 

Letting the case go thus by default is, in one 
aralysis, responsible for such evils as the pres- 
ent -House combine. It must always prove disas- 
trous in many ways. 

If Governors have in some instances, abused 
their powers in appointing bad commissioners; 
if the commissioners may be criticised for per- 
mitting city central conifiitéedg'to file recommen- 
dations, or for acting in any part upon such rec- 
ommendations; and if the system is far from 
ideal in many respects—still, the right and the 
practical opportunity of objection is allowed the 
people, and they have ignored it ‘almost com- 
pietely. So that the fault is primarily with the 
people. A better system would avai) nothing so 
long as there was popular ignorance of or indif- 
ference to the very object and necessity of the 
function itself. 

St. Louis voters must be taught the means of 
guaranteeing a return of their votes, and edu- 
cated to attack the live roots of a corrupt system 
which consist of amenable judges and clerks.

OIL VERSUS ALCOHOL. 

The liquor interests are unwittingly generous 
to John D. Rockefeller when they credit him 
with backing the prohibition movement in order 
to divert attention from some other things. There 
is probably only one way in which John D. could 
ever make himself generally beloved, and that is 
by making certain enemies. 

The sad part of it is that the liquor interests 
have not been smart enough to obtain some 
similar credit for themselves by starting, say, 
an avalanche against Standard Oil. The liquor 
interests have always been unfortunate in mak- 
ing the wrong kind of friends instead of the right 
kind of enemies. 

When two interests need reforming and neither 
will reform itself, a reciprocal atténtion to each 
other’s misconduct is to be encouraged by the 
public, which may hope in this way to get its 
dues. ‘ 

Indeed, it is possible .to see how two misbe- 
having institutions with sufficient enmity might 
render each other almost respectable. If the 
liquor interest cares to retaliate upon Standard 
Oil it may be sure of applause. 
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THE LAW AND THE LADY. 

.In law a girl who has said yes to a proposal 
of marriage may be held to be bound to marry 
the proposer. In law, if she accepts from him a 
diamond ring and wears it upon the third finger 
of her left hand she may be compelled to pay 
damages if she does not permit the donor of the 
diamond to place a plain gold band upon that 
finger. 

In our practice, however, we hold this law obso- 
lete. A gentleman of today, and of America, sor- 
rowfully withdraws from view when the lady 
changes her mind. He leaves the diamond ring 
in her possession, and, if he has not become 
hateful to her, she keeps the ring as a souvenir, 
a remembrance of him. 

The American gentleman is shocked to learn 
that a discarded suitor would invoke the law 
to enforce a contract which is grown impossible 
of fulfillment. He shudders when told that the 
mittened one arms a constable with a writ of 
replevin and tools him about public restaurants 
seeking the inconstant lady to recover the en- 
gagement ring. ge 

Forgetting for the moment the folly that ex- 
poses heartwounds to public scorn, observers of 
such extraordinary appeals to constabulary in- 
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have loved and lost than never to have loved at 
all? Is it not better to be shaken before marriage 
than deserted later? Is it not better to forego a 
ring that will keep one’s memory dear than meet, 
in; after years, the stare of forgetfulness from 
eyes once lighted with love? 

The period of. betrothal is the time of probation 
and courts should take judicial knowledge of this 
fact.. The donor of an engagement ring has less 
property in it than the owner in a lost umbrella. 
Law is said to be the crystalization of custom. 
All matrons and maidens will inform the court 
that unless she retains her engagement rings, no 
girl can tell how often she has been betrothed. 
If by replevin sueh diamonds may be recovered, 
what of Christmas manicure sets and donations 
t. departing friends who return before the plate 
is tarnished? 

A prejudice exists in this community against 
such proceedings, which is sufficient to justify a 
change of venue, though where the prejudice does 
not exist cannot be stated here. 
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RUNNING A CONVENTION BY PROXY. 

The national convention of Populists recently 
keld in St. Louis gave a notable illustration of 
the manner in which such bodies may assemble 
and accomplish their objects with the least pos- 
sible expense and trouble. 

Under the call 1111 delegates were entitled to 
seats, but as a matter of fact less than 150 were 
in attendance. Many states were represented by 
only one delegate. Thus Minnesota, which pro- 
tested to the last against Watson, cast 40 votes 
by proxy in favor of Bryan, while New York and 
Pennsylvania voted by proxy, 80 and 70, respec- 
tively, in favor of the Georgian, one man in each 
case determining the result. 

If instructed delegations are to become the rule 
at national conventions the Populists have shown 
the older parties how to save time and money. 
It is not always agreeable in a close contest to 
have one lone man arise and announce that Min- 
nesota or New York casts so many votes for or 
against a proposition, but if all delegations were 
reduced to the proxy basis sensitiveness of this 
kind would soon disappear. 

There were two or three full delegations at the 
Populist convention, but they were mighty only 
in talk. When it came to voting the proxies had 
things all their own way. While deliberation 
would seem to be desirable in a national con- 
vention, it is not enough that it should appear 
only in spots. 
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JUDGE WALLACE’S DUE REGARD. 

“If I am elected, just as surely as the sun 
shines I will hold in check the lawless classes of 
our great cities,” says Judge Wallace. 

Yet there is one lawless class to which the 
Judge promises immunity. “If I am elected Gov- 


ernor,” he says, “the Sunday laws shall be en- 
forced throughout the State, but with due regard 


t» the necessities of the advanced civilization of 
our times.” 

Being interpreted, this means that the civilized 
Missourian, who is lawless enough to enjoy a 
Sunday concert will be “held in check,” but the 
one who wants to ride on a railway train or a 
street car will be given “due regard.” 
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INDIVIDUAL STATES AND RIVER WORK. 

Deepening the Mississippi is properly a na- 
tional project, yet all of the valley states would 
do well to consider the examples of Illinois and 
Mississippi in voting the movement individual 


State aid. 

How long could the Federal Government stand 
idly by and see the states engaged upon its own 
work, supplanting it? Should the valley states 
give earnest of their purpose by actual concerted 
work the Government would not be long in. fol- 
lowing to take up its duty in an effective man- 


ner. 

Concerted work on the channel by the states 
themselves would soon vitalize an active river 
plan out of a deep water abstraction now as 
vague as the “conservation of national re- 
sources” with which it is merged. To say noth- 
ing of the irresistible political effect of an at- 
tempt and beginning by the states, it would do 
more to demonstrate the extent and character, 
and illustrate the probable benefits, of the nec- 
essary work than all of the reports, expert dis- 
quisitions and half-baked orations that could be 
delivered in a thousand deep waterway conven- 


tions.

Fears Theft After Americans Had 





Talked Admiringly of 
His Jewels. 
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WONDERFUL COLLECTION 
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Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

TEHERAN, Persia, March 16.—The Shah of Shahs, 
the Light of the Orient, has taken extraordinary pre- 
cautions to safeguard his wonderful collection of 
jewels, estimated to be worth $85,000,000. 

Some American travelers here were indiscreet 
enough to talk openly about the wonderful treasures 
hidden in the Shah's vaults. The frank Americans 
were wondering, admiring. not conspiring. But being 
Americans their conversations was reported to His 
Majesty. who was seized with the notion that there 
was a plot on foot to rob-him of his jewels. 

Immediately he had deeper and even more secure 
vaults dug. The iron doors of the passages leading 
to the vaults have ingenious electrical contrivances 
which, when set, not only will send an alarm to the 
palace guard, but will discharge explosives enough 
to destroy an army of robbers. Night and day a 
Score of picked men guard the jewel vaults—cruel, 
ruthless mountaineers, who await only the order to 


kill. «+ 
The Jewels He Guards. 
But it is small wonder that the king of kings 


guards his gems as jealously as a girl her first ring, 
or a bride her husband's wedding gift. His greatest 
treasure is a sword, whose hilt and scabbard are en- 
crusted with diamonds of marvelous size and bril- 
liancy, worth $1,500,000. The imperial crown contains 
a ruby which is regarded as the finest in the world. 
Such a one could not be bought for $750,000. 

There is in the vaults the Girdle of State, which is 
heavily inlaid with diamonds and emeralds. A treas- 
ure beyond all price is a die laid in a cube of amber 
of measure 400 cubic inches. It fell from heaven in 
the time of Mohammed and has a queer inscription 
traced by celestial hands, believed to be those of the 
angel Gabriel. This die is often mentioned in Per- 
sian legend. 

In the vaults so carefully protected there is an 
immense silver vase thickly overlaid with pearls and 
turquoises. 

A remarkable object is a terrestial globe, with the 
land worked in enamel and jewels. The rivers are 
made of diamonds, the lakes of turquoises, and the 
mountains are raised and contoured in beautiful gold 
work. 


STOLEN ROYAL WEDDING 
CONTRACT IS RECOVERED

BERLIN, April 1.—The recovery in Germany of the 

Emperor of China's marriage contract, which was 
stolen from the Imperial Palace at Peking during the 
occupation by the allied troops in 1900, is the culmina- 
tion of an eight years’ search by Chinese diplomats in 
every part of the world. 
‘Some weeks ago the Chinese Minister hete received 
a letter from a village in South Germany saying that 
the writer was in possession of a large piece of yel- 
low silk covered with Chinese characters. 

The writer stated that he had the inscriptions de- 
ciphered and that they proved to be the marriage 
contract of the Emperor Kwangsu. As proof he en- 
closed a photograph. 

The Chinese Diplomatic Corps recognized the truth 
of this statement and handed the letter to the Ger- 
man Foreign Office. Negotiations have been conduct- 
ed for a considerable time between the Foreign Offices 
in Berlin and Peking and the possessor of the docu- 
ment, who claims that its acquisition cost him great 
pains and money. 

He declines to confess whence he obtained the doc- 
ument, but it is assumed that it was stolen from the 
private apartments of the Empress after the occupa- 
tion of the Chinese capital by the allied troops. 

The contract bears the date of the Emperor's wed- 
ding day, Feb. 23, 1889. 


WOMEN ARE URGED TO 
DEMAND MEN’S WAGES

BERLIN, April 1.—Frau A. Asche in an article in 
the Berliner Tageblatt, the leading daily paper of the 
German capital, urges German women to unite and 
demand “equal pay for equal labor.’’ She says that 
where women are employed to do the work formerly 








-done by men, they are entitled to the wages or sala- 


ries paid to men. Women, she says, make as good, if 
not better, teachers than men, but they are not paid 
as well. She points to the recently adopted law in 
Finland placing men and women teachers on an equal 
basis. 

According to Frau Asche this is due to the fact 
thatwomen have political rights in Finland and are 
makers of laws. If women rely on the generosity of 
men, she says, to frame and pass laws favorable to 
women, they usually fail to get them. It is either by 
wielding political power, or by forming strong unions 
among themselves, the writer insists, that women 
gain anything in this world of man-made laws. 

The law regulating teachers’ salaries just passed in 
Finland provided that single teachers, whether men 
or women, shall be paid the same salary. In the case 
of married teachers, if the man or woman has chil- 
dren and is the sole or main support of the family, 
the salary is greater than in the case where there are 


two bread-winners.

| TLONDON, April 11.—The bravery of 
an engineer, who descended half-faint-

Caught fire; the deckhousé was burned 


down: still the ship steamed on unt!! 
Portland Roads were reached and the 
pilot stepped aboard. 

“We have got in just in time,” the 
captain said. A glance showed what 
havoc the flames had caused. Even the 
signal flags were cinders, and the wheel 
was hot. 

As the captain and pilot stood together 
for a moment there was a rush from the 
engine room, and the ship's engineer 
scrambled on deck. 

“I have been driven out of the engine 
room,’ he gasped, “and I can't go 
back.”’ 


It was a moment of extreme peril for 
the ship, for the engines were stil’ run- 
ning. If she continued on her course 
she. would be dashed to pieces on the 
shore; if her helm were turned to sea 
again captain and crew would have to 
face once more the spreading flames. 

The engineer solved the _ problem, 
When he recovered consciousness he 
volunteered at once to try to reach the 
engine room again and stop the ship. 

The ladder was nearly red-hot, and 
the vessel was close in shore. He 
dashed down, despite the heat, and 
stopped her just in time, in 24 feet of 
Water. The decks were almost too hot 
to touch—in some places even red-hot— 
when she stopped.

PARIS, April 11..—Paris is to spend 
$120,000,000 in stamping out tuberculosis. 
This is said to be the largest appropria- 
tion ever planned for municipal warfare 
fin the interests of the public health, and 
it is to be obtained gradually through a 
period of 37 years without increasing the 
city’s tax rate. 

The plan originated with the Prefect 
ef the Seine Department, who holds 
joint authcrity with the Municipal Coun- 
ofl. A confirmatory vote by Parliament 
will be essential to its adoption. 

The Prefect’s scheme provides for the 
expenditure of $100,000,000 of a $120,000,000 
total that will be available under his 
plan for raising the money. Of this 
$100,000,000, the Prefect proposes that $10,- 
000,000 shall be immediately expended for 
stamping out tuberculosis. This money 
is to be devoted to relief work and the 
treatment of patients. The baiance will 
be applied to the same end, but indi- 
rectly. | 

About $5,000,000 will be used in opening 
new squares and public gardens, plant- 
ing trees and for cleaning up work. The 
largest item, however, $80,000,000, will be 
employed in building new streets and 
continuing others not yet completed 
through the slum districts and congested 
neighborhoods. In particular, it is pro- 
posed that the central markets, Car- 
navalet Museum and Pere Lachaise 


Cemetery, now blocked in, shall be 
Opened up and that wide spaces of 
ground shall be condemned for public 
use around them. 

Other items provide for town halls in 
the different Paris wards, 30me of these 
to be new buildings to replace those in 
dilapidated condition and others to be 
repaired, modernized and made more 
healthful places in which to work. 


Plan for Raising Money. 


Not the least interesting feature of the 
Prefect’s plan is the arrangement where- 
by the money is to be obtained without 
making its collection a heavy burden on 
the people. By 1910 and 1929, the Prefect 

points out, the municipal loans of 1869 


and 1865 will have been redeemed. 
If, during the next 37 years, the city 
continues to levy the percentage of tax- 
tion previously devoted to the sinking 
funds for both these loans, a total sum 
slightly more than $120,000,000 will be

Means to Penetrate Wilder- 
ness Where No White Man 
Has Ever Been. 





NEW YORK, April U.—Wilhjalmr 
Stefansson, a young student of arctic 
life, will start April 15 for his second 
trip of exploration among 
mos of the frozen northy He expects 
to be gone at least two years. 

He will take with him no equipment 
but a gun and a fishnet, no clothes but 
those he stands in, no supplies but “‘a 
strong body and a cheerful heart,”’ and 
no more money than will fust carry 
him to the borders of civilization. 

Thus lightly equipped Stefansson 
plans to penetrate 1850 miles through a 
frozen and trackless waste, working his 
way along the great rivers that flow 
into the Arctic Ocean, When he has 
reached the coast he will go eastward 
along the coast line, traveling over 
the ice in a dog sled until he reaches 
the settlements on Coronation Bay. 


To Live With Natives. 
There Stefansson will pass the winter 


among men who have never seen a 
white man and of whose life and habits 
the civilized world has not the slightest 
knowledge. He will work as they work, 
live as they live, catch the fish he eats 
and trap the skins he wears, as one 
of themselves. 

If the winter trings famine, as it 
frequently does, he will starve and 
freeze as they do if he cannot fight his 
way back to the world with the infor- 
mation he has gained. 

By birth and education Wilhjalmr 
Stafansson is an American, though his 
name does not sound like it nor does he 
seem particularly American. He Is a big, 
blond, well dressed young man, with 
his Norse ancestry plainly’ visible 
through his Harvard exterior. “About 
28," he says, though he appears much 
younger. 

He is athletic and tanned, and looks 
every inch a son of his fathers, who 
were Icelanders. He speaks the Eskimo 
language like a native. 

Strangely enough, exactly the same 
language is spoken by all the Esqui- 
mo tribes from the east coast of Ice- 
land to the west coast of Siberia, and 
north as far as humanity is found. So 
Mr. Stefansson goes as a man to his 
own people. 
is Recognized Ethnologist. 


Mr. Stefansson first attracted the at- 
tention of ethnologists by his work in 
Iceland ,for the Peabody Museum while 
he was still a Harvard student. Later 
he became a member of the staff of 
the Peabody Museum. In the spring of 
1906 he was given leave of absence from 
Harvard to become the ethnologist for 
the Anglo-American polar expedition to 
investigate the scientifically unknown 
peoples to the east of the mouth of the 
Mackenzie River, toward the north 
coast of Alaska. 

In his anxiety to get to the seat of 
operations the young Berserker left the 
expedition ship for fear it would never 
arrive at its destinatian and _ struck 
across country from Victoria, B.‘C., un- 
til he réached the Mackenzie. Then he 
made his way downstream and reached 
the point aimed at. Here he passed the 
entire winter of 1906 and 1907 in the tents 
the snow houses of the Eshimos, liv- 
ing on dead whale and fish. 

When he made his way out overland 
to the Alaska gold country, 13 months 
later, he found that his premonition had 
been correct, The vessel had been 
wrecked off the north coast of Alaska 
on Flaxman Islard, and the rest of the 
explorers had never got into the Arctic 


at all. 
Did Not See a White Man, 
During all the time Mr. Stefansson 
passed among these people he did not 
see one white man, nor hear one word 
of any language but Eskimo. Of 
his achievements, Mr. Stefansson can 
only be induced to speak with the ut- 
most modesty, though his investigations 
were regarded as of the utmost import- 
ance to the interests of ethnology. 
‘My trip into the Arctic will be under- 


| taken simply because I love the country 


and the work,” said Mr. Stefansson. ‘‘It 
is rewardless, a luxury which I feel I 
can afford myself, though my relatives 
do not always agree with me. Dead 
whale may not seem a luxury to you, 
but I have found that the Eskimos have 
quite as high a standard of physical 
comfort as any other nation. They are 
an entirely misjudged people, and the 
information printed about them and 
taught to children from geographies is 
all inaccurate, mostly incorrect. i. 

“They do not eat blubber nor drink 
ofl, and they are not an undersized race, 
as most people suppose. They rank in. 
size with Englishmen, both for height 
and breadth, and are splendid, intelll- 
gent fellows. Their food consists en- 
tirely of fish. There is no vegetation, so 
that they have neither bread nor vege- 
tables. Meat is a rarity. 

Have Very Little Meat. 


“Sometimes they chance to get a cari- 
bou or a polar bear. Once while I was 
among them a whale floated ashore, It 
had been killed by whalers and had been 
dead about five months. But that did 
not matter, as it was in perfect cold 
storage. That was a great find, We 
lived on it weeks and weeks, burning 
the blubber and ol! and eating the flesh.

CHAPTER XIV. 


Seeing St. Louis 

EEING St. Louis is not much cared for now, 
but there was a time when it was extremely 
fashionable, especially in our own East 
and in Hurope. The greatest men of that time 
came and saw, and it was not unusual to meet 
upon Broadway such historic personages as the 
Marguis de Lafayette, the novelist Charles Dick- 

ens, and his eloquence Daniel Webster. 

Such men were students of human progress, 
and nowhere was it popping off at that time as 
here, where the ‘sophisticated white man count- 
ed that day lost in which he had not done some- 
thing to the unsophisticated Indian. It was cus- 
tomary for these distinguished visitants to come 
by boat to the foot of Pine street, where they 
were awaited by a barouche and the salvos of the 
citizens. 

These were great opportunities, and it is said 
that the manner in which the community availed 
itself of them revealed the genius of St. Louis to 
a degree never since attained. Raw as their mate- 
rials were, the people were generally able to 
pull off a parade so eloquent of the. delimited 
resources of the city, and so prophetic of its 
future, that persons like Lafayette and Webster 
unhesitatingly bought a subdivision or a few 
town lots. Yet the Marquis had witnessed the 
royal pageants of Europe, and Mr. Webster was 
familiar with the better grade of police parades 
in the East. 

An instance of the city’s preparedness is af- 
forded by the case of Lafayette. The distin- 
guished patriot and cu-respondent in the divorce 
of John and Columbia Bull, returned to this 
country in 1824. He was roundly feted in thse 
East, and seldom threatened to go home. St. 
Louis was eager to have him come out: for the 
advertising that would result to deep water and 
other local projects, end he was’ most urgently 
invited. 

He made no response to these overtures, but 
on the night of April 28, 1825, a runner came up 
from Carondelet and announced that Lafayette, 
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would reach St. Louis the next’ morning. 

Short notice, indeed! . But -when the Marquis 
tied up at the foot of Pine street next morning, 
almost every one of the 5000 souls in St. Louis 
awaited him, the barouche was there with the 
French colors -bow-knotted on the whip, and 


sweet music discoursed between the thunderous }. 
‘Barracks. 


shouts of the multitude. In the afternoon he 
was enabled to see a parade which was the only 
conceit of its kind om wheels, and that night 
beauty, and fashion, and courtliness equalling 
anything he had known in France were addressed 
to his wonderment at an old-fashioned ball. 
If it had been known for 30 days that he 
was coming, his reception could not have been 
better, his entertainment more brilliant. Beauty 
in the main effloresced that night in clothes it 
had made that day; but the Marquis did not step

on anything that came off in the dance, and it 
was his frequent exclamation that his courtly 
but critical eyes. had seen nothing fairer in 
France. 

He was charmed—fascinated—and left the city 
before daylight the next morning. The first 
heralds of dawn discovered him off Jefferson 
St. Louis could not put upon this some- 
what precipitate flight a construction wholly com- 
plimentary to herself, but the services of Lafay- 
ette to our country had been such that gratitude 
transcended all else, and everybody laughed 
about it. 

However, we heard not further of deep 
water and those other acvideaits which the ambi- 
tious pioneers had hoped to fave him boom. He 
probably forgot them in his enthusiasm over 
Pittsburg. 





CHAPTER XV. 
Dickens in Si. Louis. 


HE great Dickens came to St. Louis in April 
| of 1842. It was the vernal season, when 
Nature puts on a greener plush and earth 
is one vast and beautiful landscape done by the 
same artist who did Mr. Dickens. 

But Charles was his old self, despite the new 
life, and he put in much of his time on the 
upriver boat from Cairo writing things of the 
Mississippi River almost as ridiculous as Capt. 
Marryatt’s famous assurance that’ “this river is 
bordered upon: both sides by brooding forests, full 
of wild animals impervious, to. man.” 

There was a bar on his boat, because he de-

of frogs, and. called the river itself a ditch. In- 
deed, his opinion “f our Mississippi was exactly 
that of Congressman.

The novelist’s reputation for saying these mean 
things had preceded him a few days, and he was 
met atthe St. Louis wharf by a porter from the 
Planters Hotel. He liked the Planters, which he 
found to be a large hotel, and he went into some- 
thing akin to rapture because upon one occa- 
sion when he and his wife were eating alone, he

But even so worthy a movement would 
have been but half successful had not the 
student body been convinced of its value 
in opening up to them a splendid field 
for their talents. 

Students Visit Post-Dispatch. 
The Post-Dispatch, following out the 
idea of Mr. Pulitzer, brought 10 of the 
students to St. Louis and gave them 
four days of practical training in its of- 
fice. Here they learned how news is 
gathered and handled and the experi- 
ence, not only was of inestimable value 
to them as individuals, but it served to 
stir the fires of ambition in their fellow 
students and paved the way for the es- 
tablishing of journalism as a part of the 
university course. 

Fivs of the 10 students who. came to 
St. Louis as guests of the Post- Dispatch 
are now earning their living in the news- 
paper business. 

“What will the University daily be 
like?’” mused Mr. Williams. ‘‘Well, I 
have not formulated my plans, but I can 
say that I belleve it will be unlike any 
other paper in Missouri, but as far as 
possible it will combine the good points 
of all of them. 

Course May Be & Years. 
“There will be a four-year and possi- 
bly a five-year course. In. the first two 
years the students will receive’ the 
groundwork of the education which they 
must have if they hope to succeed in 
I believe that 
a newspaper man should have the broad- 
est possible education before entering 
the profession. 

‘In the preliminary course the stu- 
dents will receive special instructions in 
English. First of al] they must know 
how to write. No man who has not the 
faculty of expressing himself clearly 
and with readiness and facility can ever 
become a good newspaper man. He must 
learn to do this before he gets into the 
business because once he is in he will be 
kept so busy that he will have little 
time to supplement his education. 
‘Next to the power of expression 
comes the quality of perspicacity, that 
clear-sightedness which enables, one to 
judge the value of news and the rela- 
tion of one event to another. Next will 
come the training which will enable the 
student to draw correct and convincing 
conclusions from the news. If he can- 
not do this he can not hope to rise to 
the top in his profession, for it is only 
from the ranks of the sane and level- 
headed reporters and copy-readers that 
the heads of departments, executives and 
editorial writers are chosen. 

Mechanical Training Not Planned. 
‘In the final stage of the preliminary 
training the student will be required to 
make an exhaustive study of. the his- 
tory and development of journalism in 
all countries and of the libel laws. He 
will then be ready to try his hand as a 
member of the staff of the university 
daily. 

“It is not,»our present purpose to trade 
men in the mechanical trades connected 
with the business. That may come 
later. But so far as possible they will 
be taught how a paper gathers and edits 
its news. 

“Arrangements have already heen 
made for a telegraph news service. Lo- 
cal happenings in Columbia and events 
of interest In the Staie and the country 
at large will be faithfully chronicled. 
While sensationalism will be discourag- 
ed we will give our readers what they 
want, as far as we are able to interpret 
it. 

“We shall have a regular subscription 
list-I hope, and our paper will be sold 
on the street and at news stands. So, 
you see, we will not be merely the self- 
satisfied publishers of a paper which 
only we ourselves will read. 

Hopes te Aid All Editors. 

“For this reason I believe that the 
paper will serve the double purpose of 
not only educating those who have the 
making of it, but also of serving as 
a valuable guide to other newspapers in 
pointing out what sort of news presen- 
tation and editorial comment the people 
of M want. If journalism needs 
“purifying,”” ac many persons contend, 
the purfication may in the end be

Though Mr. Williams has had wide 
experience in general vewspaper work, 
his experience in métropolitan journal- 
ism was confined to one year’s service 
on ‘a St. Louis morning paper, but he 
says that he “learned a _jlot’’ in that 
year. 

As special! pointed delegate to 
arouse the Rtoredt of the foreign press 
in the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 
he visited more newspaper offices than 
were ever visited by a Missourian. 
Nearly 1100 editors in all parts of the 
world saw the Williams smile and shook 
the Williams hand and he presided over 
an international conference at Berne, 
Switzerland. 


His Book in Demand. 
He has written more about Missouri 


than anybody else ever found out and 
his history of the State, distributed 
gratisat/the World's Fair, went better 
than any of the much vaunted ‘best 
sellers.’’ In fact, jt was at the top of 
the list of the ‘“‘six best give-awayers.”’ 

Though Mr. Williams has the heart 
and the enthusiasm of a boy, he owns 
to 44 years. He was born at Boonville. 
In early life he became editor of the 
Boonville Advertiser. In 1895 he founded 
The County Editor, a magazine for 
newspaper men, and for two years he 
was editor of the St. Louis Presbyter- 
ian. He has been editor of the Columbia 
Herald for 18 years. 

During part of this time he was also 
editor of the Jefferson City Tribune 
and divided his time in assisting in the 
management of other papers. He is one 
of the most widely known Presbyterians 
in the United States and teaches a bible 
class of 400 at Booneville every Sunday. 
He has three children.

He has just about reached middle age, he is 
possessed of a comfortable fortune that enables him to prosecute his chosen 
tasks without haste, he is disposed to keep in touch with certain vital prob- 
lems of his time—it won't surprise me in the least to see Augustus Thomas 
Gevelop into a genuinely great dramatist during the next five years. 

The play upon which he is now at work, he tells me, has for its theme 
the upbuilding of character by mental suggestion. I shall await its pro- 
duction with confident expectation cf high achievement. 





PEAKING of the “drama of action,’’ which finds its exaggeration. in 
melodrama, there is something amusing in a recent “discovery’’ made by 
New York's producers of popular-price ‘‘thrillers.’’ 


At first they thought they had discovered. in this season's diminished 
profits, the beginning of the end of pulse-quickening melodrama as the surest 
means of enticing dellars from the pockets of playgoers. But, on checking up 
the plays that had earned the most money, they found that the old- -style, 
“lurid” offering still held its own—it Was the newer and gentler “heart-inter- 
est’ melodrama that failed to pack the house. ‘‘The Gory Butcher, or the Sev- 
en Buckets of Bleed,”’ so to speak, was as potent as ever to cause the display 
of the “standing room only” sign.

EL PASO, Tex., April 11.—El Paso, 
the metropolis of the growing South- 
west, has a Mayor who is taking rank 
with the progressive municipal leaders 
of the country. He, indeed, deserves a 
high place among those who have 
threshed out successfully the difficult 
problems that face American cities to- 
day, for he has solved the paving prob- 
lem. 

Largely along the lines laid down by 
Mayor Tom L. Johnson of Cleveland, 
Mayor Joseph U. Sweeney has fought 
out municipal issues during the past

El Paso, in his own words, “‘the best 


lighted city in the country.’’ 

But these things are incidentals. They 
came in the form of the ordinary routine 
of the office, and they came naturally 
to the ambitious head of the city gov- 
ernment, Mayor Sweeney makes no se- 
cret of his ambitions. He believes in 
doing things and in letting the people 


put him where he can make his ideas 
count. Just now he is working with 
might and main on the details of an 
original paving idea that will lay a 
bitulithic surface on every foot of street 
in the city limits in five to ten years 
and continue to lay the pavement as 
the. boundaries of the growing city ex-

: _ Creates a Surplus. 
But by his present method he is going 
to extend this plan on such easy terms 


that no one will object. The city will 
advance thé money and the property 


owner will pay it back to the city in 
four or five years. 

Nor is the paving all that the proposed 
plan will accomplish. It will give the 
city a surplus after.all the paving has 
been done that will alleviate the neces- 
sity of bond issues for any purposes for 
a year, if not entirely. If the city con- 
tinues to increase in size after the 
bonds have been paid back it will con- 
stitute a fund that will do away with 
all future Bond issues. The fund will 
increase thousands of dollars yearly. 

There are two ways in which the $200,- 
000 bond issue may be used to secure for 
the city an unmatchable system of pav- 
ing. One way is to issue the bonds inde- 
pendently, allowing the genera! public 
to pay for them at the end of # years. 
The excuse for this lies in the fact that 
a fund would be created at the end of 
that time that could be used for all im- 
provements and do away with future 
bond issues. 

The other is to allow the property 
owners who have paving done pay for 
the bonds themselves and in addition 
create a revolving fund that will make 
possible continual paving. The former 
Plan is the one favored by Mayor Swee- 
ney. 

By this plan the city would issue $200,- 
000 bonds at 6 per cent for # years on 
the credit of the city. As soon as the 
money ig on hand the property owners 
in the outlying business streets and in 
the residence sections will be encouraged 
to make up paving rolls, securing the 
consent of all property owners abutting 
on the streets to be paved.

If part of the 8 per cent 
is used to pay for the sinking fund on 
the bonds the city will still*receive a 
large annual bonus for the revolving 
paving fund. This is the plan of Mayor 
Sweeney. 
General Improvements Possible. 

It will be seen that if the Mayor’s 
plan of making the bond issue a general 
issue is carried out the accruing 8-per- 
cent interest on the money loaned an- 
nually would amount to a large fund, to 
be used for general improvements. The 
percentage might be considerably re- 
duced from 8 per cent and still give a 


large return. Mayor Sweeney’s excuse 
for advocating this plan is that ‘the 
general public of El Paso benefits from 
extended paving as well as the property 
owners immediately affected and in ad- 
dition ig the responsible factor for gen- 
eral improvements, to which the fund 
would ultimately accrue.”’ 

There are in the present city limits 
of the city of El Paso 141 square miles: 
Many of the outlying streets will not 
undertake the paving, but it is expected 
that close to 100 miles will be paved 
by the method proposed by the Mayor. 
Later, as the city grows and the Hmits 
extend, the paving will go farther out. 
The Mayor has already issued a call for 
a special election for April % to vote 
on the $200,000 paving bonds issue. There 
is no opposition to the issue from any 


quarter. 
April 1, one year ago, the new com- 


mission form of government went into 
effect in El Paso. Aside from the pav- 
ing progress there has been phenom- 
enal activity in legislation of all kinds 

Where formerly legislation was blocked 
it is carried through now with speed 
and the welfare of the city is entirely in 
the hands of the four aldermen and the 
Mayor. ‘The fact that each man is. re- 
sponsible for his department operates as 
a check on any .vicious legislation that 
might otherwise be carried through. . 

Four Men Aid Mayor. 

There were formerly eight members 
of the City Council, two from each of 
the four wards of the city. Today 
there are four, elected from the city at 
large. The four men associated with 
Mayor Sweeney in the business of the 
government are: James I. Hewitt, con- 
tractor; Charles De Groff, hotel man; 
Samuel Blumenthal, merchant, and Wil- 
liam F. Robinson, brick manufacturer. 
The work of the city is divided up into 
four departments. Each Alderman is 
made the head of a department, and 
with him are associated the three _re- 
maining aldermen on the committee of 
which he is chairman. 

Mayor Joseph U. Sweeney is ‘33 years 
old and is one of the native sons of this 
section who have early made records for 
themselves. For three terms he was 
County Judge of El Paso County, serv- 
ing from 1902 until 1907, when elected 
Mayor and resigned the judgeship. 

One of the important fights of the year 
was that with the Southwestern Tele- 
graph and Telephone Co., or the Bell, in 
which the corporation was made to ca- 
pitulate after a very bitter fight. The 
Mayor complained of the service ren- 
dered by the company and its failure to 
respond readily at the request of citi- 
zens for extension. The Mayor tried to 
force action, and the company retali- 
ate with the raise of rates. The Mayor 
immediately framed an ordinance repeal. 
ing the franchise of the telephone com- 
pany. 
Curbing Telephone Monopoly, 
The fight had reached a critica] stage 
and the telephone officials, who pre. 
viously had laughed at the city, asked 
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the billboards and inaugurating a pol- 
icy of street lighting that will make

Tried Them on the Neighbors. 

Not until he bought a phonograph did 
the fires of sentiment flare up in Schol- 
laert’'s breast. The man who sold him 
the machine picked out the records for 
him. When*he took them home and 
turned them loose on hig neighbors and 
his fatnily, including his mother-in-law, 
he found they were all the tenderest of 
love ballads, some of them so tender 
that they were almost mushy. 

A new world opened to the farmer. 
As he listened to the strains of such 
ditties as “Just a Little Rocking Chair 
and You,” “I'll Wed You in the Golden 
Summer Time’ and “My Little Dutch 
Colleen’’ his 30 years of hard life on 
the farm dropped from his shoulders 
and a strange psychological change 
came over him.’ 

From the phonograph it was but a 
step to a matrimonial paper. Schollaert 
could not foresee that when he sub- 
scribed to the organ of soul mates he 
was doomed to pick ‘‘a lemon in the 
garden of love.”’ 

When he received his first copy he 
scanned it carefully, then hid it where 
his wife and mother-in-law would not 
find it. 

Became a Social Martyr. 

After that he would come in from a 
hard day’s plowing, wash his face, slick 
up his hair and grease his boots, and go 
out with his phonograph under his arm, 
leaving his wife and six children and his 
mother-in-law behind. 

Following these mysterious excursions, 
Scnollaert walked into the’ kitchen 
where his wife was at work one night 
and unfoided a copy of the matrimonial 
paper. Pointing out the picture of a 
yéung woman, he said: 

' “T am going to find as pretty a girl 
as that and marry her. You look 
through the paper and maybe you can 
find a man that you would like. Then 
you can get a divorce and we can both 
have new partners. wight years is 
enough for one couple to live together, 
ahyway.”’ 

Wife Took the Trail. 

The mystery of the strange excursions 
with the phonograph was cleared up a 
few days later, when Schollaert and 
Mattie Upton, 
disappeared simultaneously. Mrs. Schol- 
laert went on a still hunt and found 
that her husband had been taking the 
phonograph to Mattie’s home and test- 
ing the effect of the tender ditties which 
the music dealer wrapped up for him. 

Man, girl, phonograph and $4800 were 
found at Clinton, Mo. There was an 
arrest, Schollaert being charged with 
wife abandonment, and the phonograph 
with sentiment. 

Schollaert says that he is willing to

This was the only time, as shown by 
the records, when Prince Helie was in 
prison. He wag charged with swindling 
Max Lebaudy by obtaining signatures 
in blank, which he afterward, it was 
alleged, utilized to obtain thousands of 
dollars. It was revealed that Lebaudy 
was the victim of a gang of swindlers, 
who rified him right and left, finally 
contributing to his premature death at 
the age of 21. 

Prince’s Friend in Gang. 

A man of the name of Cesti was cred- 
ited with being a member of the gang. 
M. Bonnet states that Cesti was a friand 
of Prince Helie. Cesti was tried on the 
charge of swindling, found guilty and 
sent to prison. The charge against 
Prince Helie was held in abeyanmee for 
13 months, when it was withdrawn. 

An account of the case published on 
May 12, 186%. in the Gazette Des Trib- 
unaux, the Temps and other papers, 
gay that the Prince and his father 
signed an agreement to pay when due 
and restore to Lebaudy his bills now in 
circulation. It was stipulated also “that 
in case these bills were not paid when 
due, the Prince de Sagan’s trustees 
will agree to mortgage his property, 
both present and future, in order to 
guerantee Lebaudy against any pay- 
mar.ts he may be called upon to make to 
other holders of the bilis.’’ 

Bonnet calls attention to the fact 
that if it had been simply a question of 
money involved the trustees never would 
have permitted the De Sagan property 
to be mortgaged. 

Moreover, M. Bonnet states. that 
Prince Helie had no business relations 
with Lebaudy. 

Autos Have a History. ‘ 

Prince Helie de Sagan has no address 
ih any of the usual reference direc- 
tories, but he has two automobiles 
which have a history. They were seized 
in 1906 for debt, but a certain Madame 
Mercier claimed they were her prop- 
erty. M. Bonnet says that Mrs. Mer- 
cier was indicated in the Lebaudy case 
as Prince Helie’s friend. At the time of 
the Lebaudy trial Prince Helie gave his 
address at 11 Rue Sedillot, but after a 
lengthy search by the police it was dis- 
covered that Prince Helle lived at 45 
Rue Comton, where also lived Cesti and 
a woman known as Zizi. 

M. Bonnet says that Prince Helle de 
‘Sagan is not réceived anywhere in the 
society to which his birth gives him en- 
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wig and beard of the same cqjor, took 
the part of ‘“‘Police Officer O’Shaughnes- 
sy.”’ *

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Inclosed Stairways Adopted 
for Buildings Not Consid- 
ered Incombustible. 








Fire escapes, ef the inclosed-stairway 
pattern, will be placed on the forty or 
fifty three-story, non-fireproof school 
buildings as soon as the Board of Edu- 
cation approves the plans and lets the 
contracts. Plans for the fire escapes, 
have already been prepared by the 
pbuilding department of the Board and 
passed upon by the Building Commit- 
tee. The contract for the fire esoape 
for the Bryan Hill School has already 
been awarded. 

Contracts will next*be awarded for fire 
escapes for the Columbia and Washing- 
ton schools, designatude as firetraps by 
State Factory Inspector Sikes. An~in- 
terior fire escape will be put in the Co- 
lumbia School and an exit made at the 
foot of the rear fireproof stairway. The 
interior fire escape will be inclosed in 
wire glass, which is said to be thor- 
oughly fireproof. ~ 

Fire Escape Regular Exit. 

The fire escape for the 
School is of the general type that will 
be placed on the schools. It will be 
eonnected with a door at the end of the 
corridor. The stairway proper will be of 
steel, roofed with corrugated iron and 
inclosed in wire glass. It will be used 
as one of the regular exits, so that chil- 
dren will be accustomed to it and will 
readily use it in case of fire. Dr. Ma- 
goon said yesterday the children will be 
required to use the fire escapes four 
times a day, following the regular dis- 
missals. The fire escapes will form a 
part of the regular exits from the build 

gs, and are considered as safe as the 

nner stairways. . 

The schools most severely condemned 
by Factory Inspector Sikes will have 
first attention. The Bryan Hill fire es- 
cape will cost $770. 

The plans for the fire escapes for the 
non-fireproof buildings will be submit- 
ted to the Board of Eduéation for ap- 
proval Tuesday night. 

Board YVielded to Pressure. 
The Board of Education decided to 


ter the Post-Dispatch had shown that 
many of the buildings were in a dan- 
gerous condition and without adequate 
fire protection. 

Building Commissioner Smith has 
been trying to get fire escapes on the 
schools for several years, but the Board 
held that it was not amenable to the 
fire escape laws.

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Say They Can Force Nomina- 
tion if Necessary for 
Party Good. 








WEEK’S DEVELOPMENTS 





Opposition to Bryan Develops 
in Off Week for Con- 
ventions. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 

reau of the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—With 
Secretary Taft holding uncontested 
194 of the 434 delegates elected to the 
Republican National Convention, the 
most significant week-end develop- 
ment of the presidential campaign is 
a decided revival of the ‘‘second elect- 
ive term” for Roosevelt movement at 
the instigation of the anti-Taft allies. 

The plan of the allies, made pub- 
lic today, is to unite in favor of the 
renomination of President Roosevelt 
if no other means of defeating Secre- 
tary Taft is available. 

The reason as outlined by the anti- 
Taft teaders is, that they prefer 
Roosevelt to Taft, if they cannot have 
Fairbanks, Knox, Hughes or Cannon, 
because they believe the success: of 
the pasty in November demands it. 

Because of the opposition of union 
labor and of the negroes to Secretary 
Taft, and because of the factional 
strife stirred by the activity of of- 
fice holders in behalf of Taft, they 
declare his election, if he is nominat- 
ed, would be doubtful, whereas of 
Roosevelt's success they have no 
doubt. Many congressmen believe 
they need Roosevelt to carry their 
districts. bE 

Can Force Nomination. 

The anti-Taft men believe they can 
force the nomination of Roosevelt 
with their combined strength in the 
convention as a nucleus and because. 
as they see it, the delegates pledged 
to Taft, are for him because Roose- 
velt wishes them to be and will turn 
to Roosevelt at the first opportunity. 
In other words as a last resort they 
Plan a stampede. 

During the past week 122 delegates 
have been elected to the Republican 
Convention, making a total named to 
date of 434 of the 980 who will com- 
pese the convention. 

Of the 122, 67 went to favorite sons, 
28 to Secretary Taft, 23 were unin- 
structed and four are contested. 

Against Secretary Taft 194 instruct- 
ed, there are 145 delegates instructed 
for other candidates. These anti-Taft 
delegates added to the 55 uninstruct- 
ed and the 40 contested make a total 
of 249 delegates either opposed or at 
least not pledged to Taft or 46 more 
than he has instructed. 

The Taft delegates elected this week 
were the Sixth Virginia District, 2; 
Virginia at large, 4; all of South Da- 
kota, 8; Feurth Virginia, 2; Fifth Min- 
nesota, 2: Tenth Wisconsin, 1; Nine- 
teenth New York, 2; Fourth West Vir- 
ginia, 2; Ninth Massachusetts, 2; Elev- 
enth Massachusetts, 2, and Twenty- 
hird New York, L 

Inroads on Favorite Sons. 

The Taft managers point to the New 
York and Wisconsin delegates, who are 
not instructed for the State candidate, 
is an indication of his strength even in 
favorite son states. The last of tne 
West Virginia districts elected this 
week and the State is solid for Taft, 
unless the talk of a contest of the dele- 
gates-at-large is carried into action. 

Speaker Cannon this week won two 
@legates each from the Fifth, Ninth, 
“ifteenth, Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
[tlineis districts. 

The Cannon total Is now 50 delegates 

Senator La Follette got all of the 
Wisconsin delegates except one from 
the Tenth district, who declared for 
Taft. His total is 2. 

Gov. Hughes added to his strength 
this week the four delegates-at-large 
from New York and two each from 
Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, 
ifteenth, Seventeenth, Fighteenth, 
rwenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth dis- 
ricts. His total is now 4 delegates. 

Vice-President Fairbanks’ strength re- 
vains at 30 delegates, all from Indiana. 

The uninstructed delegates are the six 
‘rom Delaware, the four at large from 
\Viassachusetts, the two each frem the 
Tenth Illinois, the Fourth, Seventh, 


Ninth, Fourteenth, Twenty-fourth and 
rwenty-third New York. 

The four contesting delegates are from 
he Second and Third Louisiana.

ODD LAW POINT 


Judge Adjourns Case to Con- 
sider Millionaire’s Wife’s 
Contention. 





CHANGE OF HOME ISSUE 





Woman Alleges New York 
Courts Would Have Re- 
fused Decree. 





Will indignities committed in New 
York, but not sufficient grounds for di- 
voree in that State, entitle the injured 
person to a divorce if he changes his 
residence to Missouri, where such in- 
dignities, if committed in this State, 
are grounds for divorce? 

On the judicial determination of this 
question rests the chances of Henry J. 
Pierce, millionaire traction magnate’ of 
Buffalo, N. Y., who is seeking to divonce 
Mrs. Violetta Pierce, to whom he was 
married in 1880, after three weeks’ 
courtship. 


Lehmann Raises Point. 
After Pierce’s attorneys had announc- 


od the completion of their evidence yes- 
terday, Frederick W. Lehmann, repre- 
senting Mrs. Pierce, raised this novel 
point and asked that the case be dis- 
missed. 

“Every indignity alleged by Mr. 
Pierce,’’ said Mr. Lehmann, “occurred 
in the State of New York. Neither any 
nor all of them would be _- sufficient 
grounds for divorce in that State, and I 
contend that alleged indignities not suf- 
ficient cause for divorce there cannot be 
made grounds for divorce by Mr. Pierce 
merely changing his residence to Mis- 
svuri.”’ 

The point is a new one in the courts 
of this State, and so im tant did 
Judge Allen regard it that he adjourned 
court to Monday that he might have 
opportunity to consider it thoroughly. 

Mr. Lehmann also made the formal 
point that the indignities alleged in the 
pétition and testified to by Pierce and 
otners of his witnesses were -not indig- 
nities sufficient under the law to justify 
a divorce. 

If Judge Allen holds that a divorce 
decree may be issued in Missouri on 
the grounds of indignities occurring in 
New York, not sufficient there, but suf- 
ficient in this State, Mrs. Violetta 
Pierce, the defendant, will be placed -on 
the stand Monday and will relate her 
stery of the incidents which, Pierce has 
tostified, made death preferable to a 
return to them. 

The Pierce case is one of the most 
peculiar of the causes which have been 
heard in the divorce courts of St. Louis. 
I'he story of the Pierce family, as pro- 
ci.ced by the testimony of the husband 
and his witnesses, is that there has been 
continual discord in the family since the 
marriage a quarter of a century ago. 

Courtship Was Brief. 

Pierce, who had been a traveling sales- 
mun, but who had then acquired a small 
interest in a factory in Buffalo, met his 
wife in Philadelphia. Three weeks af- 
ter the meeting they were married. 
of realized almost immediately,”’ 
Pierce testified, ‘“‘that my marriage was 
a mistake. I tried to make the best of 
it. My wife’s ungovernable’ temper 
made my home one of continual unhap- 
piness. I thought she would change as 
the children came, but she grew worse 
instead of better.”’ 

Within, three years of the marriage, 
he testified, Mrs. Pierce declared she 
wished that she had never met him, and 
tnat she intended to procure a divorce. 
In 1886 Plerce gave a manicure set to 
his wife with the explanation that he 
was “feeling poor,’’ and was sorry he 
could not give her something better. 

“I den’t want your old trash,” he says 
she exclaimed, as she threw. the present 
at him. 

Seven Children With Her. 

Mrs. Pierce came to St. Leuis with 
her seven children to fight her hus- 
band’s suit. They have a suite of 
seven rooms at the Seuthern Hotel. 
The children are cared for by two 
maids Mrs. Pierce brought with her 
frem Yonkers, N. Y., her home.: Pierce

On woh by erce’s attorneys, 
Judge Allen ruled that the feur youn 
Pierce children should not be pth tr oyits 
to remain in the courtroom during the 
taking of testimony. 
Pierce is small and sits quietly with 
his attorneys, his eyes never ieaving 
the witness or the Judge. On the wit- 
ness stand he spoke clearly and ‘in a 
voice enaily heard. He frequently em- 
phasized his testimony by gestures, and 
smiled and spoke agerly. hile he sits 
at a table at one side of the room, un- 
noticed by his wife or elder. children. 
Mrs. Pierce sits away from him at an- 
other table with her 22-year-old son. 
Norman, as her sole companion. Two 
daughters, Violetta and Mildred, occupy 
seats with the spectators. 

Mrs. Pleree’s face bears traces of 
worry. During the testimony of her 
husband she gave little expression of 
either approval or disapproval. Occa- 
siondliy she whispered to Mr. I.eh- 
mann. 

As a result of Pierce's own testimony 
his attorneys’ were compelled to aban- 
don. one of their strongest grounds. 
They had alleged Mrs. Pierce aban- 
doned her husband in 1906. At that time 
she went to Europe. taking her chil- 
ped od Rajco her, one gg 3 him she would 
n return to live with him.

Unwilling to Recetve Her. 
Pierce testified he was unwilling to 
take his wife back. To sustain a

Taft managers, who are the managers 
for Fairbanks, Hughes, Cannon and 
Knox, issued a statement tonight claim- 
ing that “the field” has 47 more dele- 
gates up to tenight than Secretary Taft. 
This includes the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion, which has not yet been elected. 
The Pennsylvania primaries were 
held today, and Senator Knox won, it 
is said, in every instance. The state- 
ment is as follows: 

“Of the 186 delegates chosen during the 
past week, 27 were instructed for Taft, 
12 for Cannon, # for Hughes, 2% for La 
Follette, 64 for Knox, 16 are uninstruct- 
ed and two are contested. Four of the 
delegates accredited to Taft were elect- 
ed by the State Convention of the Lily 
White faction in Virginia, and it is 
stated will be contested; one was elect- 
ed in Wisconsin and two tin New York 
in pursuance of the policy of breaking 
in on the so-called ‘“‘favorite’’ son states 
wherever possible; two in West Virginia, 
four in two Virginia districts, four in 
Massachusetts, eight in South Dakota, 
two in Minnesota. 


Del te Talks Two Ways. 
“One delegate not instructed for 


Hughes in New York has declared him- 
self for Taft publicly, but privately 
expresses himself in favor of another. 
Cannon gained 12 in his own State, 
Hughes 40 in New York, La Follette 2 
out of the 26 in his own State, after 
a struggle with the Taft forces. Bight 
delegates from New York, six from Del- 
aware, and the four at large from Mas- 
sachusetts are uninstructed. The Ala- 
bama delegates are contested.

State Convention Instructs for 
Governor, Rejects Radi- 
cal Resolution. 








7 Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, April 11.—At a turbulent 
session of the State Republican Conven- 
tion here today, the delegates to the 
Chicago Convention were instructed to 
support Gov. Hughes for the presiden- 
tial nomination. 

The wording of the resolution, requir- 
ing the delegates to “‘use all honorable 
means’’ to bring about Hughes’ nomina- 
tion, not strong enough for former State 
Senator Brackett of Saratoga. He intro- 
duced an amendment containing this 
statement: 

“The Republicans of the Gtate very 
earnestly favor the nomination of Gov. 
Hughes for the presidency at the com- 
ing Convention; they will not be satis- 
fied with a support by the delegates that 
is perfunctory or spiritiess. In view of 
this sentiment and of recent events, the 
at large selected by this  con- 
vention are instructed and dele 
gates from the several districts are 
requested to persistently labor for his 
nomination until a nomination is made.”’ 

Like Other Indorsements. 

This .amendment caused much excite- 
ment among the delegates and specta- 
tors. Speaker Wadsworth, in reply, sup- 
ported the original Hughes indorsement 
as being like that given Levi P. Morton 
in 1896 and President Roosévelt in 1900. 
On his motion, the majority report was 
adopted. A viva-voce vote wag taken, 
and the Westchester County delegation, 
which had planned to oppose any in- 
fstructions, thus lost the opportunity to 
express itself. 

The delegates and alternates at large 
to the Chicago Convention were: 

Delegates—Gen. Stewart L. Woodford 
of New York, former Mayor Seth Leow 
of New York, Frederick R. Hazard of 
Syracuse and Edward H. Butler ef Buf- 
falo. 

Alternates—Senator John Raines, 
Thomas P. Peters of Brooklyn, Norman 
J. Gould of Seneca Falls and Charles 
W. Anderson of New York. 

The resolutions indorsed President 
Roosevelt, favored a revision of the tar 
iff and commended Congress for declin- 
ing to revise it piecemeal. 

Timothy L. Woodruff was re-elected

STAPEL ATTACKS, 
PROHIBITION IN 
A SPCECH HERE 


Will Fight It as Undemocratic 
and Against People’s 
Rights. 





Henry F, Stapel, candidate for the 
Democratic nomination: for Governor, 
spoke last night before the St. Louis 
Democratic Club. The club has planned 
to hear an address by a candidate for 
the governorship each Saturday night 
until all have been heard. 

Mr. Stapel complimented each of his 
opponents, and then announced his 
riatform, which, he said, was princi- 
pally home rule and oppositien to pro- 
hibition. 

“I am opposed to prohibition In any 
form,” said Mr. Stapel, “because it 
reaches and tears away the foundation 
stones of American liberty and free- 
dom, and destroys the rights of the peo- 
ple.

He says the endorsements of 
hie candidacy that he appreciates par- 
ticularly are those he has received from 
the bench and bar. He points to the 
fact that much of his practice has been 
in the criminal branch of the law and 
that he has twice been selected by the 
Circuit judges as Provisional Judge of 
the Court of Criminal Correction.

Like William C. Connett, 
Wells’ secretary, whose boom for the 
Same nomination was launched last 
Thursday night, Mr. Cummings is a 
member of the Missouri Athletic Club 
and was himself an athlete of note in 
his college days.

“If I should be elected. Circuit At- 
ttorney, I will do my best to measure up 
to the standard of what I consider an 
ideal incumbent of that office. I have 
very pronounced and emphatic views as 
sv what an ideal Circuit Attorney should 

e. 

“In the first place he should be a com- 
petent lawyer. 

“He should be a sufficiently competent 
lawyer to give the State at least an 
- @qual chance with the defendant on the 
presentation of the law to the court and 
of arguments to the jury. If elected 











Circuit Attorney, I would organize a 


corps of lawyers in that 
would be ablé to cope with any lawyer 
or set of lawyers they would be called 
on to meet. 

This I consider of paramount im- 
portance, because, in numerous cases 
in the past the Circuit Attorney's 
has really learned its law from the 
Supreme Court’s opinions in the reversal 
of its cases. 

Burden on Taxpayers. 
“In every such instance—and this has 


happered in important cases that I 


know of—the taxpayers have been com- 
pelled to pay the costs. Frequently it 
has resulted, too, that, at the new trial, 
justice has been defeated by the disap- 
pearance of material witnesses in the in- 
terim. 

“It will be my endeavor, if elected, 
with the aig of the assistants the law 
gives the Circuit Attorney, to take all 
possible precautions to prevent the re- 
currence of such conditions and to have 
the Circuit Attorney and his staff, paid 
by the peeople, prepare the State’s cases 
as thoroughly and carefully as the at- 
torneys who are employed by the de- 
fendants prepare theirs. 

‘T will go Into the office of Circuit At- 
torney, if elected, with the single am- 
bition to do my duty both to the public 
and to the defendants—with fairness. 
honesty and fearlessness. I will not he 
a political Circuit Attorney. Such an 
official always mocks justice and bring: 
both the law and his office into disre- 
pute. I will be careful of reputations, I 
may add, and will not favor the return 
of indictments against individuals 
against whom I know there is not suf- 
ficient evidence to convict. 

“TI will remember that I am as bound 
to protect the innocent as to convict the 
guilty. I will investigate all cases as 
thoroughly as possible and in as much 
detail as possible, ang will endeavor not 
to allow myself to be influenced by

CORONER SAYS SUICIDE 





Despondent Business Maa 
Designated the Cemetery 
He Desired to Occupy.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, April 11.—Following an 
autopsy today on the body of Frank 
Hauser, a silversmith of Newark, who 
fell dead in Campbell’s undertaking | 
place, 242 West Twenty-third street, aft- 
er making all arrangements for his fu- 
neral, Coroner Shrady said it was a 
plain case of suicide. 

This is borne out by statements by 
Ww. F. Mauser, son of the dead man, to 
fellow employes at Schumann’s Sons, 
where he worked. 

The silversmith had been worried by 
financial troubles since the recent pan- 
ic and had said that his inability to 
collect bills owed him would soon make 
the continuance of his business an im- 
possibility. The Coroner says poison 
caused his death. 

Mapser made preparations for the 
disposition of his body. He entered the 
place about 9 o’clock and said to Miss 
Dorothy Elstein, the telephone girl: 

Selected His Burial Place. 

“Does this firm bury people in Wood- 
lawn Cemetery?’ 

Miss Bilstein said the firm did, and 
ca.ied the superintendent. 


gan to talk of a funeral, giving Buck- 
ingham the impression that he was there 
to arrange for the burial of a member 
of his family. 

“T have always wanted to be buried 
in Woodlawn,” he said; “it is such a 
beautiful place.” Then he fell to the 
floor unconscious. 

Dr. J. H. Patten said death was al- 
most instantaneous. A letter and a 
small bottle which Coroner Shrady says 
contained poison were found in Mau- 
ser’s pocket, The letter was as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘T want to be buried at Woodlawn 
from your place. Don’t bury my body 
in Newark. 

Leaves Letter for Son. 

“My nerves are in a terrible condition. 
I am afraid I'll get crazy. Telephone 
to W. F. Mauser, my son, care of Schu- 
mann’s Sons, Twenty-second street and 
Broadway. Also send to my daughter, 
Mrs. John Ryan of 247 West 115th street. 
Telephone Schumann's Sons before 6 
o’clock.”’ 

The letter was on a letterhead of 
Mauser’s establishment, and seemed to 
have been written only an hour before 
the man’s death. Miss Elstein said to- 
day that she believed he had taken the 
drug on the street just before he en- 
tered the place. 

Mauser’s son was called and a sealed 
letter addressed to him was turned over 
to him. He said it related to business 
matters, and would not make its con- 
tents public. Mauser was never a 
wealthy man, although his business in 
Newark at one time was prosperous. He 
was 63 years old. 


COUNT KILLS HIMSELF 
IN COFFIN HE SELECTED 


BOLOGNA, April 11.—Count Coltelli 
dropped fnto a local undertaker’s last 
night to try on his coffin. The under- 
taker thought it queer, but Coltelli 
furnished a satisfactory explanation. 
It was a magnificent coffin—one of 
the finest in the undertaker’s stock. 
Coltelli picked it out a few days ago— 
for a friend, he said. 

The undertaker trimmed it and the 
Count called again to see it and he 
liked it. It looked well, he admitted, 
but did the undertaker think it a good 
fit? Until he saw the corpse the un- 
dertaker admitted he could not tell. 
Oh, well, Coltelli said he was about 
his friend’s size and would jump in 
and see how it suited him. 

“It seems all right,’ said the Count, 
stretching himself at full length. Then 
he drew a revolver and blew out his 
brains. He will be buried in the cof- 
fin he selected. 

The Count's suicide is attributed to 
a visit he paid to a fortune teller last 
October: ‘You are soon to lose your 
wife.” the seer told him, -‘and a short 
time afterward you will Kill yourself, 
die a violent death.”

The cost, 
including that of the site, will approx- 
fmoate $15,000,000, overshadowing’ the 
lirzest building operation, excepting 
that of the World’s Fair galaxy, in St. 
Iouis. As the publication at this time 
may affect the plans of the promoters, 
the identity and details of the project 
are withheld. It will be the crowning 
feature of the realty year.

The Third National Bank transaction 


was not a surprise, but its successful 


issue at this time gave further illustra- 


tion that confidence in financial and/ 


business circles has been restored.

It presents an opportunity to secure 
a home without cash payment other 
than $10 per month for from one to 
fifty months on which six per cent in- 
terest will be paid and by a special 
arrangement the members are permit- 
ted to share in the profits on each 
house which will be so limited that 
the houses bought on the plan will go 
to the individual pool members at a 
price lower than they could be built.

The Evening Post in its financial re- 
view says:

Very Weak Tone Early. 
The first couple of days were marked 


by a rapid and steady decline. Statis- 
tical news was mostly nominal, world’s 
shipments being within a short dis- 
tance of the predicted mark, and ocean 
passage stocks, though showing a mod- 
erate decrease, being still far above 
those of last year. The visible supply, 
both of this country and of. the world, 
showed increases, which, while not as 
large as those of the previous year, 
were bearishly regarded, as they are 
thought to have put a stop to the re- 
cent rapid falling off. Foreign mar- 
kets showed a weakening tendency, 
the Continent in particular Sportal aan quite 
liberal declines, and the report 
condition of crops in practically © al 
European markets encouraged the 
liquidation and general —- The 
latter, however, was vdased mainly on 
the glowing reports from the domestic 
winter belt, which came in early in 
the. week. 

The Government report makes the 
condition of winter wheat on April 1, 
91.3 per cent, compared with 89.9 in 
1907, 89.1 in 1906, 91.6 in 1905, and 86.2 
the ten year average. The condition 
in Kansas where some damage has 
been complained of from unfavorable 
weather is 95. Oklahoma, the “green 
bug’’ State is 94, and Nebraska, where 
drouth has been talked of, is 93. 
Missouri condition is 93. The acreage 
shown is reported at 100. A crop of 
482,000,000 bu, compared with 403,000,- 
000 bu harvested last year is indicated 
by the report. The statement, exerted 
practically no influence on prices, 
however, it being about as expected 
and its rather bearish turn having 
been already discounted by previous 
selling. 

Crop prospects have not been better 
in years. Sufficient moisture seemed to 
be furnished by the heavy rains through- 
out practically all of the Southwest 
to ut an end to the usefulness 
of dry weather talk as a bull fac- 
tor for some time end with the flelds 
practically free from green bugs, pres- 
ent indications are for a bumper crop 
not only of winter wheat, but of the 
spring variety also.

HIRTY-FIVE is not much of an 
+ age among human beings or 
toads or parrots or eagles, but 
it makes a real Methuselah of a horse. 
There is a certain American trotter, 
famous in his day as a good, reiiable, 
game racer, with more than the usual 
flight of speed. His name is Edward 
and he was foaled at Elkhart, Ind., in 
1872. 

Hie came of good stock in the male 
line, as his sire, Masterlode, was a 
yon of the great trotting progenitor, 
Kyedyke’s Hambletonian whose de- 
scendants have done enough in the 
world of harness racing to give him 
imperishable fame. The dam of Mas- 
terlode was a daughter of Seeley’s 
American Star, also aé_ celebrity 
among the early trotting patriarchs. 

he mother of Edward did not come 
from fashionable stock, but she must 
have had some substantial inheritance 
of stamina and speed, for her son 
not only gave a good account of him- 
self on the turf, but his marvelous 
constitution has enabled him to live 
far beyond the period usually allotted 
to a horse. 

Up to his twentieth year Edward 
was in active service as a roadster in 
New York. His owner, Frank Work, 
one of the successful pioneers of spec- 
uation in Wall street, purchased him 
in 1878 for a long price that was 





magnificent property, independent, 
and so situated that the owners have 
every reason to believe they can 
maintain their independence,” says 
Mr. Pope.

They had 
rreviously got within a fraction of 
trese figures over the old Metropoli- 
tan course at Fleetwood Park, driven 
by Johnny Murphy, one of the most 
skillful reinsmen of his day. Then 
they were taken to Naragansett Park, 
at Providence, a much more even and 
faster track, where they set the mark

“Mrs. Nolker is a charming wom- 
an,” one of her friends said to me the 
other day.

She 
doesn’t seem to know the value of 
money or the first principles of how 
<O Manage an income. She certainly 
can get rid of money. I understand 
she has spent $750,000 in five years.” 

I have also been informed that Mrs. 
Nolker, when she left St. Louis last 
simmer ,to escape “gossip,” took a 
suite at the Langham Apartments in 
New York City. The cheapest rooms 
in those apartments rent for $4500 a 
yeer. 

Her credit was unlimited and she 
pitched in and bought “stuff” for her 
luxurious flat. I have been told she 
bought beautiful bric-a-brac and art 





known will take warning from. 
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Among the bills was one for about 
$4500 due a St. Louis department 
store. Another, says the lawyer, was 
fox $2400 worth of millinery, and a 
third of about $3000 for dry goods.

And 
when the bills came in she called 
upon her lawyer, Morton Jourdan 
of St. Louis. 

Mr. Jourdan took the case up with 
the creditors and nearly all the bills 
were settled, a large quantity of goods 
being returned, according 40 a state- 
ment made by a St. Louis lawyer who 
represented two or three creditors.

know how much he has given for 
. @®Ry particular purpose. 

The “Library Journal,” however, 
_ heeps a record of Mr. Carnegie’s gifts 
_to libraries, and, receiving reports 
_fiem all parts of the world, is able 
6 give a fairly accurate list, which it 
does in its current number. Here are 
®ome of the facts contained in the 
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Fifty Millions For 


libraries which previously had re- 
ceived funds from him he gave an ad- 
citional $293,700. 

In Canada nine libraries received 
original gifts of $75,500, and one got 
an increase of $4000. In the United 
States and Canada together Mr. Car- 
regie gave $908,000 for 85 new munic- 
ipal library buildings and gave a 
supplemental $297,700 to 30 municipal 
libraries. 

In the United Kingdom he gave 
$201,200 for 13 new libraries and 
$25,180 for 12 libraries previously 
contributed to. His original gifts in 
England and Wales amounted to 
$176,275, which provided for eight 
buildings. Increases were provided 
fer nine libraries, the total being 
$21,670. 

His total gifts ta libraries in Scot- 
land were $15,635. In Ireland the 
ironmaster provided two buildings at 
a cost of $14,000.

The total of Mr. Carnegie’s gifts 
for municipal libraries in 1907 was 
$1,154,250 for 103 new buildings, and 
$322,800 in supplementary gifts to 
colleges, five in the United States 
and one in South Africa, amounted to 
$135,000. Increases were made to the 
funds of six colleges, all in America.

What is behind this activity? Here 
is where the man who inquires about 
the field must admit that he has not 
“heen paying much attention to aero- 
nautics.’’ He must begin with the 
eventful 21st of October, 1907—the 
day of the Gordon Bennett balloon 
classic, the dawn of aeronautic prog- 
ress in this country. Until then the 
Aero Club of America, affiliated with 
the International Aeronautic Federa- 
tion, had been the unly society sys- 
tematically organized for the promo- 
tion of the sport and science of aero- 
nautics. 


New Clubs Organized. 


In the five months’ aftermath 12 
aero clubs have been organized in 
principal cities. These clubs are the 
Aero Club of Philadelphia, the Ben 
Franklin Aeronautical Society of the 
United States, Philadelphia; the Phil- 
odelphia Aeronautical Recreation So- 
ciety, the Aero Club of New England, 
Boston; the Aero Club of Pittsfield 
and the Aero Club of North Adams, 
Mass.; the Aero Club of Ohio, Can- 
ton; the Aero Club of Louisville, Ky.; 
the Aero Club of Milwaukee, the 
Aeronautique Club of Chicago. the 
American Society for the Advance- 
ment of Aviation, New York: the 
Aero Club of Baltimore. The Aero 
Club of America and the Aero Club 
ci St. Louis complete the list. Six 
embryo clubs are being promoted in 
other cities.

Measure the class of the Aero Club 
of Milwaukee, the latest and one of 
the most enthusiastic organizations. 
It is a repetition of every other club 
in the country.

—all of them the heads of immense 
eorporations in that city and else- 
where.

The three Philadelphia organiza- 
tons are among the most exclusive 
ciubs in the Quaker City. That de- 
murely social city has been the first 
one to initiate ladies into the new 
recreation. Early in June the first 
gscension of the Philadelphia Aero- 
nautical Recreation Society will be 
made a social event of the season, be- 
cause of the ascensions of severai 
lady members, sent away into the sky 
by the god speeds of the magnificent 
dress parade of fashion left behind. 


It is a rule of the same society that 
every ten members must purchase a 
balloon on a co-operative basis. Ken- 
tucky gallantry has not forgotten its 
traditional homage of sex. A ladies’ 
section will be added to the Aero 
Club of Louisville so the belles may 
join the beaux in either aeromobile 
elopements or honeymoons. This in- 
creasing interest of women in aero- 
nvutics is the strongest element for 
popularity that the new sport has 
ceveloped.

It {is 
Today it is 
right where the automobile was when 
the multitude shook busy heads over 
the notion of a horseless carriage. 
The science is weeks and months 
ahead of popular appreciation. In 
the little world of adepts and tech- 
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nists the shop talk is not of how 
will we fly but of lighter weight mo- 
ters with increased power with which 
to fly longer and higher. 

The world was electrified when 
Farman flew little less than one mile 
at Issy les Moulineaux, but those who 
“were familiar with the development 
of the flying machine knew beyond 
question that the Wright brothers 
cl Dayton, two years vefore, had ac- 
complished 38 times in one flight 
what won for Farman the applause 
of mankind. Paris, doubting the se- 
c.uded achievements of the Wrights, 
was shaken in its vpinion of the 
American flight technists. 

If Farman could fly a mile why 
could not the Wrights fly 38 miles 
with a simpler machine, under more 
efficient control? The secret of equi- 
librium which Farman learned by a 
licky chance, had been in the pos- 
session of the Wrights for two years, 
as conclusively told by Mr. Carl 
Dienstbach in the American Aeronaut 
of January. It was this recipe for 
flving that the Wrights wished to sell 
to foreign powers, for $1,000,000. 


Wrights to Exhibit. 


Just as the man absorbed in his 
ground schemes forgot that the world 
is gathering accretion like a snow- 
ball, so the’ Wrights discounted the 
possibility of losing their precious 
secret. “Now they cast away their 
dreams of avarice, and getting down 
to a strictly commercial basis. will 
exhibit their wonderful mastery of 
flying during July at Fort Meyer, Va. 
That their machine will fulfill the 
condition of carrying two operators is 
past doubt, since it has been known 
for some time that the brothers had 
constructed a machine to fulfill that 
condition. Farman and Bleriot rode 
together in the latter’s machine, just 
the other day in Paris. 

The great contest between the 
Wrights, Herring of New York and 
Scott of Chicago, at Fort Meyer will 
be the aeronautic sensation of Amer- 
ica for the coming season. The sup- 
“port of the new Aeronautic division 
of the United States Army by Con- 
gress will depend largely upon the ex- 
ploits to be performed there by Amer- 
icans. 

The layman who has failed to keep 
pace with aeronautics may not know 
that in the field of the motor balloon, 
or the “dirigible,” as it is commonly 
called, the Aeronautic Division of the 
Army realizes how far this Govern- 
ment haa been outstripped by for- 
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can Society for the Advancement of 
Aviation now being organized in New 
York, has adopted the broader plan 
of interested wealthy patrons who 
will offer large prizes for the en- 
couragement of mechanical flight in 
this country. When the country is 
told that some well-known American 
multimillionaire has gone Henri 
Deutsch, the famous French patron 
of aeronautics, one better, in philan- 
thropy, it will have awakened to the 
tremendous advance in aeronautics 
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eign powers In the matter of aerial 
freets supported by gas. The wisdom, 
then. of making the most advanced 
step in aerial warfare, by adopting 
the swifter aeroplane, is apparent to 
‘ne onlooker who relies upon 
ready sagacity of Yankee wit, when 
it is beaten at one game. 

This move on the part of the Gov- 
errment is only another feature of 
ihe field opened to the aeronautic 
magazine, in this: it has agitated 
mechanical flight to the point that a 
prodigious combination of capital and 
genius has been invested at Ham- 
mondsport, N. , & in the Aerial Ex- 
periment Association, the president 
of which is Alexander Graham Bell. 
Prohlems of mechanical flight, mean- 
ing ‘experimentation with heavier- 
than-air power-driven apparatus, 
which are supported solely by the 
dynamic reaction of the atmosphere, 
will be solved there if brains and 
money can accomplish the desired re- 
sults. Already the “Red Wing,” a 
machine after the Chanute-Herring 
type, has flown several hundred feet. 
A helicoptere which is under experi- 
mentation at the same place has

perimentation in flying is technical- 
ly known, is being promoted in the 
Aero Club of America and a park 
after the fashion of Issy, for flying 
experiments, is being planned. The 
Wrights, Herring, Manly and other 
technists of high reputation, all‘mem- 
ters of the club, intend to carry on 
their work at the park.

The field of an aeronautic maga- 
zine lies also in the meterological use 
of balloons. That the success of ob- 
taining weather reports from regis- 
tration balloons ascending to alti- 
tnaes of even nine miles, exploding 
and releasing 4 parachute carrying 
an automatically registering instru- 
ment, is barely known to the average 
rerson who scans the newspapers. Yet 
this is being done daily at the Mount 
Weather Observatory of the Govern- 
ment. The Weather Bureau is pre- 
laring to gather all of its data from 
the clouds in the same manner. In 
France the scientific commissions of 
Various aero clubs are making “‘physi- 
ological ascensions,” from which we 
earn that neurotics and those 
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sight is marvelously sharpened by a 
flight into the upper regions of the 
air. These are mere instances to the 
wonders science is wresting from the 
air, week after week. 

We shall hear of the “gliders” for 
the first time the coming summer. 
At first the word will arouse more 
curiosity than the bicycle in its hal- 
cyon time.

New Air Language. 


Motor ballooning, or “air motor- 
ing,” will be indulged by the more ad- 
vunced balloonists of the European 
and American aero clubs, those vet- 
erans of spherical balloon flight, who 
have found the old drifting balloon 
too tame a sport. Turning your bal- 
loon to the right or left; or up or 
down, in getting over a tree or a 
house, adds a new calculation to hu- 
man knowledge. After a year or two, 
any one of us will know that the box- 
kite rudder gives too heavy a “drag” 
on the rear of a flying “apparatus,” 
that by the way is the technical name 
fcr an air machine. There ts a whole 
vocabulary which the layman would 
find to be Greek. A dihedral angle’s 
lines will, for instance, be not unfa- 
miliar and we will be able to distin- 
gzuish, without mortification, between 
a monoplane and a “double decker.” 
“Air machinery” is a new industry 
over in France. The famous brothers 
Voisin, builders of the Farman and 
other less celebrated machines, are 
Known as the most skillful manufac- 
turers of “air screws.”

A new 
phase of the anonymous writer's cru- 
elty developed when various newspa- 
pers in Chicago received communica- 
tions that Mrs. Godfrey was going to 
sue for divorce and go on the e. 
Further allegatione were made that 
the elder Godfrey had peremptorily 
ordered his son to secure a divorce, 
and that her every footstep was 
dogged by detectives. 

Her friends rallied to her support 
apd various theories were advanced 
to explain the reason for the letters. 
One explanation was that it was the

mirers she had disappointed. Be- 
a:rice was a belle wherever she went, 
even from the days when she was a 
little girl in Trenton, Mo., and a train 
of suitors constantly besieged her 
heart. 

Carl Ingram relates that when she 
first went to Chicago and he escorted 
her down Michigan avenue to the 
Auditorium Annex, “all traffic was 
blocked; she was so lovely and dash- 
ing that not a person passed that 
didn’t turn around to gaze after her 
in admiration.” | 

{t was in Chicago that she was 
g:ven ‘the sobriquet, “The Golden- 
Haired Girl of lowa.”’ 

But now her friends see the divorce 
court looming up as the terminal 
puint of her romance. Godfrey re- 
fuses.to discuss the case, offering as 


an excuse that he is too busy to give 
time to explanations. The fair bride 
nurses her sorrow: in secret. while 
trained nurses watch over her. Even 
.o her friends she has not thrown 
any light on the secret of the 
cstrangement, and the only time she 
broke her silence was when she ap- 
pealed to the newspapers in Chicagc 
to protect her name from the mysteri- 
ous enemy who seems determined to 
wreck her happiness. 

“Il have suffered enough already,” 
she wrote, “and I seem unablé to 
Ce with the one who has taken ad- 
vantage of a defenseless woman. Too 
many a wife has been made the tar- 
get of inuendo and falsehood without 
{nding opportunity to squarely meet 
the charges, so I beg you treat with 
cnarity the many anonymous com- 
munications that are so mvsteriously 
circulated about me.” 

But while her friends in Boston. 
Davenport and in Chicago stoutly de- 
fend her and try to cheer her, they 
can't bring back happiness to ‘‘The 
Golden-Haired Girl of Iowa’ while 
he: deadly foe remains at large. 

The havoc and heartache that may 
be caused by the cowardly anou,- 
mous letter writer is incalculable. 
And the frequency with which these 
creatures are coming to operate in 
this country ts amazing. 


As a Political Weapon. 

There was a time in history when 
the anonymous letter was used al- 
Inostly solely as a politica] weapon in 
lands where force ruled and public 
affairs were conducted by intrigue. 
Scme villain desiring to acco plish 
ihe ruin of one he hated, often @ould 
address an anonymous accusation. to 
the ruling powers, the King or the 
leaders of the oligarchy. This accusa- 
tion would be taken up, and if it 
suited the whim of those in control 
of the situation, the victira would be 
deprived of his estates and titles. and 
even thrown into a hideous dungeon 
or executed at the block. Then the 
cowardly letter writer would gloat 
in secret over the havoc he had 
ceused by his devilish machinations. 

The anonymous letter was a weap- 
on frequently used by one enemy 
ae inst another while the Doges 
flourished and were all-powerful in 
Venice. There was a great stone lion 
in front of the famed palace of the 
Doges (it is there today) and the 
ononymous accusations used to be 
sipped stealthily into the mouth of 
that lion. None knew whence they 
came. None knew the identity of the 
writes Det tf the accusation ban- 
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pened to meet with the approval of 
the rulers, woe to the victim. 
The subtle intrigues of the old In- 


dian princes and rajahs knew the 
anonymous letter. That peculiarly 
dastardly poisoned shaft often was 
shot back and forth in the struggles 
of Warren Hastings to establish En- 
glish government in Bengal. But if 
any people on earth might be ex- 
pected to adopt the anonymous let- 
ter it would have been the Bengalese. 
They were physically weak and. gifted 
with a rare cunning. ‘ 

The anonymous letter also figured 
in the “Reign of Terror” in France. 
Many a poor fellow was dragged be- 
fore the Committee of Public Safety, 
in the days of Robespierre and Dan- 
ton, and condemned to die because 
some dastardly assassin, who lacked 
courage enough to come out in the 
onen, had accused him in anony- 
mous letter of hostility to the Re- 
public. 

There have been other crucial sit- 
uations in the past when the anony- 
mous letter blotted politics. It fig- 
ures today in the unres: in Russia, 
being used to accuse revolutionists 
and to inspire the enmity of revo- 
lutionists against loyalists: 

It also figures in the anti-trust to- 
beeco war in Kentucky anc Tennes- 
see, anonymous detters having 
brought bands of Night Riders 
swooving down on many a fa: mhouse 


and tobacce barn. The anonymuus 
letter is also one of the means by 
which the Black Hand carries on its 
Secret, malevolent operations. The 
prospective Black Hand victim is 
notified in an unsigned, mispelled, 
Ceathshead-marked missive that he 
must pay a certain amount of money 
or forfeit his life for his stubborn- 
ness. 


The Human Snakes. 


But there is another great class of 
anonymous letter-writing villains 
who do an untold amount of harm 
and whose doings have not even the 
excuse of strenuous politics. That 
class is made up of the sneaking 
criminal who takes for the subject 
of his cowardly, unsigned communi- 
cations petty domestic and private af- 
fairs, the most intimate personal 
matters, the conduct of a wife or the 
conduct of a husband. 

Such persons are human snakes. 
There is nothing they would not 
stoop to. Whatever they touch is 
coutaminated and blighted and they 
are so cunning that they know just 
how to make their poisonous accusa- 
tions strike home and do their worst. 

It was apparently one of that class 
who preyed upon the domestic hap- 
piness of the Godfreys. The same 
sort of creatures have carried on their 
nork in St. Louis and in every other 
city in the country.

No ozs is safe from the anonymous 
letter writer, because, for one who 
would stoop to such an act, there are 
no bounds. It makes no difference to 
the coward who writes an anony- 
mous letter that he has nothing 
truthful to relate. He can fabricate 
and lie, if there is no truth to tell. 
And there are many persons who are 
ready to believe even an anonymous 
letter and when credence is given 
such communications, then hearts 
ure broken and lives blasted, as was 
the case with the Godfreys. 

Recently one woman, jealous of an- 
other woman’s- friendship in a cer- 
tain West End St. Louis family, 
called up the husband of that house- 
hold and.simulated the voice of the 


woman she hated. In that voice she 
asked the man to meet her down- 
town and take her to lunch. He hung 
up the receiver with an exclamation 
of indignation. After that he for- 
bade his wife to see or have any- 
thing to do with the woman he be- 
licved had phoned him. He thinks to 
this day that the former friend of 
himself and his wife actually did try 
to “make a date” with him and re- 
fuses to accept the explanation that 
the telephone message was the doing 
of an enemy. That was a peculiar in- 
stance of the same sort of thing as 
the anonymous letter. 

An amazing illustration of the 
length to which an anonymous letter 
writer will go occurred not long ago 
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during the trial of a suit in one of 
tne St. Louis circuit courts, The 
Judge presiding in the case received 
an anonymous letter. It attempted 
to influence his decision. Naturally 
tuere was considerable excitement 
among all parties when the angry 
Judge announced what he had re- 
ceived through the mail, but the au- 
thorship of the letter could not be de- 
termined. 

Very often the anonymous letter, 
or “fake” letter, is sent by some 
would-be joker, with a great deal of 
trouble*and grief as a result. A few 
cays ago a St. Louls man on business 
in another State received a telegram 
purporting to be from his daughter 
announcing the sudden death of her

of Federal pap, $50,000 was guaranteed, and everv 
delegate impressed with my inability to raise 50 
cents for the State campaign. Federal officials 
in the State_and Government inspectors from 
without were taken to the State convention for of- 
fensive partisan interference. That's how Kerens 
got into the national convention of 1892. 

That $50,000 promise was raised to $100,000 at 
Minneapolis, if Kerens could be elected national 
committeeman, and with the bare aid of his vot- 
ing for himself, he did aefeat the voice of Missouri 
Republicans, who ~rere for me. Despite the prom- 
ise of this money, however, on Nov. 2, 1893, Julius 
Wurzburger wrote to me, wondering why the 
State Committee was in debt, if Mr. Kerens had 
paid up the $100,000. It was all a bunco game of 
the money power, whose chief, at the Jefferson 
City convention, had stated: ‘Money is no ob- 
ject; I will raise all that is needed,” and whose 
confidential clerk was put into the Jeffer- 
son City telegraph office and put out not only mis- 
leading but untrue convention reports. 

Besides, in this deal against me, Warner, now 
United States Senator from Missouri, then run- 
ning for vernor, said that Kerens had pletiged 
$6000 to him for his personal campaign expenses, 
that Kerens had influence East, could raise money 
and I couldn’t. Here was $106,000 of Kerens’ 
futures out, and all were dishonored at délivery 
time. Kerens tried to raise the money East and 
failed. ; 

My friend, John W. Gates, explained to Warner 
that, as one of a committee of three appointed by 
me, he raised $35,000 in St. Louis for Indiana in 
1888. Later, the story was put out that Keren. 
gave $40,000 to Indiana® He was not even mes- 
senger boy. The State chairman. wrote to me that 
our fund was the first outside money received in 
that campaign. 

Gates offered his check for $6000 to Warner for 
his personal campaign expenses, but the statesman 
from Western Missouri relied upon Kerens’ fu- 
tures, voted for Kerens for national committee- 
man, and got left on them. Warner might have 
known better, had he been acquainted with my 
fund-raising for Indiana in 1880 and in other 
national campaigns. Still, | worked.for the ticket 
in city and State, making 35 speeches on invita- 
tion on my own itinerary and expense, the State 
Committee manager suppressing requests for me. 
.' But that was not the first instance of the bunco 
Zame. Kerens could have told Warner how he 
played shuttlecock between me and the National 
Congressional Committee in Washington in the 
latter *70s, when he advised Secretary Edmunds 
that he had put up $3000 with me for Missou.:i. 
when he hadn’t put up a cent here nor there, and 
told me he was putting up to the Congressional 
Committee in Warhington. 


Use of Money in Campaigns. 


And that was not all. Delegate votes were 
bought with promises of offices. But what was 
to be done, with a chairman of the National Com- 
mittee saying: ‘There is nothing illegitimate in 
getting votes by promises of offices. As I under- 
stand it, that is -ery generally done.” 

What came of the voluble promises of $106,000? 
The 1892 State Committee city members were sued 
to make good a part of it. I was sued on a 
Kerens promise! The 1894 State Committee was 
saddled with $3000 of it, and not only was | 
harassed by men who could not make a vote, but 
when recalled to the chairmanship of that Com- 
mittee, I was put up against the proposition of 
making good the defaulted promises. , 

I mention here, as a mere suggestion of how 
money is used in campaigns, the case of a Re- 
publican now holding high and honorable office 
iv Missouri. I have information on reliable au- 
chority that he received a check of $10,000 from a 
National Committee, Western branch, Kerens a 
manager, and, in showing it, stated: “This buys 
a house.” The house was bought. J / 

Piles upon piles of money were used.to “kill 
me off,” but for every real dollar spent against 
me, there were a thousand dollars in wind. There 
were and are now-enough empty-headed galoots 
in the Republican party in Missouri to bite at 
‘futures’ to defeat the good work of real party 
patriots. 

There were conventions to which I had to pay 
for the delegates’ tickets out of my pocket. One 
railfoad always opposed me by carrying the mon- 
ey power delegates deadhead for Kerens and re- 
fusing passes for our State committeemen, speak- 
ers and delegates. This was also the disposition 
of some other roads, but the Frisco, Wabash and 
Bill Phelps individually were regular exceptions 
in refusing the same transportation facilities to 
me for the State Committee, speakers and dele- 
gates that were extended to Kerens and the Demo- 
cratic Committee speakers and delegates. 

The system of buying conventions and dele- 
gates after they had been adversely elected, in- 
structed and voluntarily pledged, was in 1892 
practically a new feature in Missouri Republican 
politics. The practice, however, was then and 
has since been confined to the money element of 
the party. The commercialized boodle gang has 
repeatedly been repudiated, yet this ‘‘gang,” or 
members of it, continue to have more or legs suc- 
cess in securing and dispensing patronage. 

Crossroads postoffices were worked then and 
have continued to be worked by the money power 
against me. Responsibilties, courtesies and cus- 
toms have been ignored. The brutal power of 
money, in the State and out of it, coming from 
railroads and others, has sought nothing but pelf 
and domination for its own selfish interests. | 
always opposed such rule. Therefore, I am “elim- 
inated.” Truth is, I would not consort with such 
& gang. I am showing them up, through pamph- 
lets, my own party papers not caring to print po- 
litical truth, or else evading it by paying no at- 
tention to it. Without my pamphlets how would 
honest voters know what of the printed politica)

Kerens boasted of having put up $25,000 to 
relieve McKinley of financia] embarrassment. My - 
ron T. Herrick of Cleveland, who raised and man- 
aged that McKinley fund, was not aware that 
Kerens put up 26 cents. Certainly, he had noth- 
ing to do with raising or managing it. 

The commercial end of McKinley's management 
at Chicago, the Western branch headquarters, was 
not cordial. There was too much Kerens spleen 
and willingness to insult the organization of the 
party in Missouri. McKinley wished Hanna and 
I could get closer together. Hanna did not put 
up a dollar for the State Committee in the 1896 
campaign, of which I was chairman and manager. 


Kerens, after continuous begging, put up $500, 
and asked that it be, as it was, sent to Spring- 
field. He wanted to get into close relations with 
his syndicate street railway interests. I put up 
in the 1896 campaign over $5000 for organization, 
from January to August, with the understanding 
of its being made good. I put the proceeds of a 
$3000 deed of trust, paid to me in March, into the 
campaign, and every dollar of it still remains un- 
returned. 

In the opinion of the money power money set- 
tles everything. That is a base creed. In the 
lexicon of these cold-blooded creatures there are 
no such words as “honor,” “insult,” “shame” or 
“patriotism.” The coacentrated essence of it is 
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found in a dispatch sent to President McKinley 
by a New York banker in regard to the blowing 
up of the Maine. In substance, it*read: ‘What 
is the loss of 256 lives and a warship compared 
with the utter demoralization of business and the 
depreciation of values in every branch of com- 
merce?” 

There are like-minded millionaires in St. Louis, 
and a good many of them are Republicans. That 
is the way they look today at important matters 
of right. If some persons don’t think so, I ask 
them to go to East St. Louis, and there ask some 
East Sider the name of the city on this side of the 
river. The answer will be: “Beggsville” or “Ter- 
minal Town.” 

No element, money power or any other. can 
force me out of the party. When Mayor I pre- 
vented double fares on the Fifth street car lines; 
opposed and sent in a special message to the 
Council against the sale of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad to the Fremont-McKee syndicate; se- 
cured legislation anthorizing the city to purchase 
the gas works; wiped out the “silk-stocking 
gang” in 1882 and 1884, and put up a “regular” Re- 


publican ticket in 1885 to teach the “bolters” to 
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respect organization and the majority. 

Then, in 1886, I got “a disgust on.”” | résigned 
as a member of the State Republican Committee. 
My letter of resignation said, in part: “I am 
impelled to this step until the Republican party is 
true to its principles and interests in the State and 
refuses further premiums and rewards for bolting 
and bolters. Those who have done successful and 
disinterested work for the party for years re- 
ceive more abuse from professed Republicans than 
they extend to those politically opposed to us.” 

In 1888 I united the two city committees, regular 
and bolting; organized the league clubs through- 
out the State; was recalled to the chairmanship 
of the State Committee; elected to the National 
Committee and chosen as delegate to the National 
League convention and declined on the floor of the 
convention the nomination for Governor. In 1890 
I was chairman of the State Committee. In 189? \ 
declined to consider the chairmanship, but wag 
a member. In 1894 | was chairman of the State 
Committee, and again, in 1896, I was chairman jof 
the State Committee and delegate-at-large to <he 
national converition, but the National Committee 
membership was out to instruction and 
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nledge breakers for appointments, boodle, Federal 
patronage and promise of cash campaign funds. 

Apropos of 1896, the veteran newspaper edi.or, 
O. D. Austin, in the Bates County Record of Feb. 
15, 1908, said of the Sixth Congressional District: 
“The Sixth is for Taft. We do not propose to 
send a trading delegation, one which would sell 
out for the best offer. Of this we had a sad ex- 
perience 12 yeare ago, when, after vouching for 
a Mr. Kellogg of Rich Hill as a Filley man, he 
went to St. Louis and voted for Kerens. Kellogg 
sold out, betrayed his friends, and received as 
reward for treachery an appointment as Revenue 
Collector at Kansas City, and continued to super- 
intend his Sunday school at Rich Hill during the 
entire time.” 

As another instance of how the “powers’ 
worked things, many voters of Missouri will recall 
the notorious full first-page advertisement in the 
local Republican ‘‘sheet” calling upon the people 
to vote for D. R. Francis, Democratic candidate, 
for Governor against the regular Republican 
candidate. Again in 1888 and 1890, such methods 
pushed the money power to the front for patron- 
age and Republican success to the rear. 

In October, 1892, I succeeded in making ar- 
‘angements for a campaign in St. Louis for 1893 
zhich won. It was turough this campaign that 
‘he editor of the local Republican “sheet” and | 
ent together and remained friends until the great 
editor’s death. ; 

Under my leadership the party was successful in 
St. Louis in 1895, and in 1896, when the State Re- 
publican vote, under my election law and organi- 
zation, made a gain of 77,294 in four years, while 
the combined opposition gain was only 13.56 per 
cent. In 1896, however, I was instructed for mem- 
ber of the National Committee by the State con- 
vention, but a delegate-at-large and district dele- 
gates disregarded their pledges and instructions 
in an outrageous manner at the behest of the 
powers, and since then their kind of so-called 
Republicanism has been a stench in the nostrils 
of true party men. 

In such outrageous deals, when the “powers” 
pledged money and did not give it and secured 
high place through purchase, do we find a defini- 
tion of “boss’—one who controls a majority of 
his party by purchase direct, reward or the hope 
thereof. But a leader, such as I tried to be, is a 
man who controls a majority of his party through 
the accord of the best element of his party, and 
who isn’t out for the stuff, or patronage control, 
leaving the latter to the local] interests. 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch, Oct. 30, 1897, 
in regard to danger to Government and party 
from commercialized politics and trusts, I said: 

“Great trust or corporation interests interpose 
their mercenary purposes, subordinating politics— 
the science of government—and principles there- 
to. This is a danger, real and persistently insin- 
uating.”’ 

In the 1880 campaign, | was delegated and went 
East to secure funds. They were “shy” because 
1876 promises to and by campaign managers, in- 
volving a large amount of money, conditioned 
upon the appointment of a Supreme Court Jus- 
tice, had not been carried out. Think of such an 
infamous deal! 

I repeat now what I once said to the Post-Dis- 
patch: “The American people are becoming too 
jealous of their rights, and profess to see too 
much magnateism in the rapid production of wealth 
and aggregation of capital, and particularly of its 
combination. The party goes out of power that 
refuses to see and act upon this sentiment. 
* * * The bribe-giver should be amenable and 
punished as well as the bribe taker. There is 
where the knife should be applied.” 

I do not now condemn nor criticise my party. 
Only those who consort with and recognize politi- 
cal lepers, trustifiers and seekers of pelf at the 
expense of the pacty, and indorse and encourage 
them, are responsible. The American searchlight 
illuminated a few of them—Don Hanna and Senor 
El<ins and others of the Kerens stripe. Commer- 
cial politics is being challenged throughout the 
country, and commercial patriotism is being 
rounded up everywhere. The American people

Evil of Commercialized Politics. 


The Hanna system of commercialized politics 
was planted in Missouri by Kerens, Bittinger and 
the whisky ring 'efore Hanna became prominent 
nationally. And whenever possible the powers 
have united to promote one another’s tactics and 
interests. I could call names by the score, but it 
would serve no good purpose now, nor do I wish 
ty do so. I am considerate of party, even though 
I am “elinfinated,” and only justjfied in self-de- 
fense.

Ober I let go the reins, thére was in the 1898 
Jeneral Assembly an immediate use of the pow- 
ers of the State to throw open the highways of 
St. Louis to the street railroads.

Beggsville! I ran the campaign which elected 
Ziegenhein Mayor of St. Louis. But the “bunch” 
got smart, and then what happened? Boodle, 
boodle, boodle! 

I organized the good government members of 
the Republican party and sounded a warning. 
What happened? Why, Folk! And Folk’s suc- 
cess was founded on my work, my warnings, my 
endeavors within my party, for civic and party 
purity, although “eliminated,” to secure to the peo- 
ple their rights and punish the wicked faction of 
pelf and false promises. I do not say that boodling 
or honesty is monopolized by either party or at- 
taches to all men engaged in fighting me with the 
power of money and patronage, but the align- 
ments were and are enough to disgust anybody.

ly” is an accomplished fact. The 

boats, the docks and all appliances 

and equipment for river traffic. will 

probably be revolutionized and made 

to harmonize with the revolutinized 
river. 

The panting, struggling, wheezing, 
vibrating, ill-smelling old boat that 
the river knows today, and with 
which it always has had to content 
iiself, will’ be consigned to the past. 
The antiquated pilot of the Mark 
T'wain type, the lazy negro rousta- 
hout and the other picturesque char- 
acters of the Mississippi, as she has 
existed in the past times, will 
no doubt’ fade out of sight. Pa- 
lattal ocean-going vessels will speed 
up and down the deep water and one 
may ride from New Orleans to St. 
Louis, by water, as luxuriously as 
one now journeys from New York to 
Liverpool. 

That will be one visible and almost 
immediate effect of deepening the 
river channel. The greatest river in 
the world will not only have a flow 
of water capable of carrying freight 
boats large enough and powerful 
enough to handle the vast commerce 
of the Middle West. She will have 
eiso passenger boats of a type fit to 
rice her regal flood. 

The boats in use on the Mississip- 
tl today are idet.tical with the boats 
that plied up and down the stream in 
antebellum days. Nothing is changed 
in their construction. 

The same old cumbersome, power- 
consuming wheel revolves at the 
stern. The same awkward means of 
making a landing and of taking on 
and putting off cargo are in vogue. 
The same kind of slow-going rousta- 
houts, the same type of river experts 
and pilot are found today. For the 
Mississippi boat, time has stood still 
since the days of Franklin Pierce and 
Andrew Jackson. 

But the “new” river, deep, majestic, 
confined within its banks by huge re- 
vetments, dykes and levees, will be 
the path of such vessels as now ride 
the Atlantic Ocean. The passenger 
boats will be luxuriously equipped.

The whole nation is waking up to 
the tremendous importance of the 
deep waterway from Chicago to the 
Gulf. It will mean more to the coun- 
try at large than the Panama Canal 
ever can, It will be one of the great- 
cst and most important engineering 
feats in the history of mankind and 
will give a water highway for the 
products of the richest territory in 
all the world. The mind is dazzled 
even by the splendid dream. The 
reality, in all probability, will be 
nccompanied by wonders even more 
amazing and stupendous than any yet 
conceived. 

The British Government is spend- 
ing millions upon millions to pre- 
serve and utilize the Nile, a lesser 
stream than the Mississippi and flow- 
ing through a far poorer country. 
More can be done with the Mississippi 
than can be done with the Nile, and 
the work will mean ten thousand 
times more when completed. 

Thinking men all cover the country 
are expressing such views. One of 
the recent magazine writers—John L. 
Mathews, in Everybody’s for April— 
bas an article on “The New Missis- 
sippi.” It pictures what the deep 
waterway will mean. Mr. Mathews 


says in part: 
End of Romance. 


“The romantic days lasted until the 
railroads came, until the epoch of big 
movements that none could be start- 
ed unless the way for it could be made 
c.ear in advance. That day was the 
end of the old river, because with the 
channel full of bars and the water 
uncertain and the bans caving in, 
there was so much chance of wreck 
that capital was frightened away. 

“It was then, and it is now, cheaper 
tc carry by water than by rail. But 
capital needs safety more than it 
needs economy. Investors and ship- 
pers are easily frightened, and it is 
very true that a vessel aground on 
a bar will frighten more freight off 
a river than a dozen railway wrecks 
will frighten from a railroad. 

“So, apparently, the river—the old 
river—died. There was local traffic 
to be kept up, but nothing besides, ex- 
cent here and there some trade that 
owed its continuance to unusual con- 
ditions. Such is the Ohio-Mississippi 
river coal trade, which persists today, 
une of the greatest single movements 
of cargo in the world. 

“From Pittsburg to New Orleans is 
2000 miles, all downhill. Coal in 1000- 
ton barges is rafted into fleets and 
tywed this distance by powerful 
steamboats, at a cost of less than 75 
cents a ton, against a railway rate of 
about $4.60—from Pittsburg to Mem- 
phis for 43 cents, against a rail rate 
of $2.70. Millions of tons of coal 
bave gone this way and always will 
go this way, because the boats have 
oply to drift, and those that come 
back, empty, are not hard to 
shove upstream. 

“And yet even this traffic has been 
carried on extravagantly. It has not 
been improved. The old barges, the 
old boats, the collisions with bridges, 
continue year after year. But on all 
the and its tributaries— 
end that means over 14,600 miles of 
ravigable water in the very heart of 
the richest continent in the world— 
there is not today one single modern 
vessel or appliance used for the pur- 
pose of conveying cargo by water. 

“There are no new methods of pro- 
pulsion—there has been no improve- 
ment in that line since 1840. There 
are no new types of barges. There 
wre no lines of through packet boats, 
from city to city, to supplant the old 
plantation peddling lines. ™H sow 
there has been nothing but stagna- 
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ana to carry that project through. 
“Since the close of the Civil War 
this evolution has been going on. At

Ten years ago the mem- 
bers of Congress had begun to ques- 
tion this way of doing business. To- 
day there fs a tendency te concentrate 
the whole bill, or the major part of it, 
upon one desirable project each year 


gation. Out of the millions piled up 
by the war tariffs, a generous part 
was set aside each year to be used in 
prosecuting some task recommendea 
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by these experts. As the rivers and 
harbors bill was made up by districts, 
s0 was the work. 

“There was not then any man to 
consider the whole river system and 
to plan for its use. Instead, each 
Congressman in whose district an ob- 
struction occurred sought to get an 
appropriation to have it removed. 
Consequently there was no systematic 
work. Dams were built and locks cre- 
ated, but on no river were all the 
locks of the same size—and it is the 
emalliest dimension of the smallest 
lock that determines what sized boat 
shall use the channel. Some stretches 
of a river were deepened to 10 feet, 
frome to two, and in between others 
were left unimproved, which effectu- 
ally blocked navigation.” 

Mr. Mathews declares, however, 
that even such haphazard, piecemeal 
work was without a large value to 
tue whole river, aside from the actual 
work done. It has brought into being 
a corps of engineer who know the 
river and its needs and are prepared 
tor the greater task of digging the 
14-foot channel. In that connection 
Mr. Mathews says: 

“Yet, in all this work engineers 
were learning how to do things that 
no engineers had ever attempted be- 
fore. One of these was to control the 
Mississippi, the largest river that has 
ever been taken in hand by man. It 
was a long struggle. The Mississippi 
River Commission, which has charge 
of the stream below Catro, tried many 
expedients, some of them of ite own 
design, some of them copied and en- 
larged from foreign works. Out of 
them all has been developed a spe-

No simpler and yet no 
more entirely successful apparatus has 
ever been devised. On the lower river 
these mats are of great size, 300 feet 
wide and often’1000 feet long. When 
the river is completely revetted, they 
will cover every bend into which the 
current sets—600 mules in all—be- 
tveen Cairo and New Orleans. 

“And not only will they themselves 
be covered with rock, but the bank 
above them, sloping back 120 feet, 
will also be rock-faced. And all this 
will represent an investment of about 
$75,000,000 for the Mississippi below 
Cairo. But when it is déne it will 
provide not only a clear, 14-foot chan- 
nel from Cairo down, but in addition 
a safe bank for the farmers back of 
the river, safe foundations fer the 
levees—of which we lose annually a 
million dollars’ worth—and it will 
inake valley land that is now worth 
#20 an acre worth $150 or’ more. 
Further, it will recover hundreds of 
miles of land from the stream bed. 

“The engineers have learned more 
than revetment; they have spent mil- 
lions in slack-watering swift rivers 
like the Ohio—making pools in them 
hv dams that can be lowered at high 
water, and providing locks by which 
large vessels can pass through these 
dams. They have learned to direct 
and concentrate the flow of alluvial

rivers by the use of light abatis dikes, 
apd of swift, clear rivers by heavy 
stone dikes. They have studied reser- 
voir systems and have developed a 
great system upon the upper Mis- 
sissippi. And here and there, without 
connection with anything else, and 
consequently for the most part use- 
lessly, they have developed a stretch 
of ample, deep and safe channel, 
which, if it had an inlet and an out- 
let, would be of great commercial 
value. Usually, such a stretch is 
where one of the worst obstacles was 
criginally.”’ 


Meaning of-a Phrase. 


The birth of the phrase “Fourteen 
feet through the valley” was, accord- 
ing to Mr. Mathews, the spark which 
s°t fire to the fuel which had been ac- 
cumulating for so many years and 
started going a great popular blaze of 
enthusiasm for the “new” Mississip- 
pi and the deep waterway from Chi- 
cago to the Gulf. 

“So for many years,” he says, “the 
engineers have been ‘getting wise.’ 
Eut the process has gone on almost 
vunnoticed by the Westerners.

It was the mye eo 
then, as it had long been, to call these 
rivers at the same time ‘dead’ and 
‘uncontrollable.’ All of a sudden 
romeone discovered that they were 
really very much alive and very eas- 
‘ly controllable. He was a wise per- 
son, and having decided what would 
be a good thing to do, he coined a 
phrase to fit it. A catchy phrase is 
a fine weapon.

HE most popular couple in Amer- 
ay ica this week are celebrating 
their fourth anniversary. 

Four years ago, on April 10, 1904, 
Mr. and Mrs. Newlywed appeared for 
the first time in pictures in the Fun- 
ny Side of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
“he pictures of the Newlyweds, drawn 
by George McManus of St. Louis, in- 
stantly became popular. 

A little more than a year and a half 
.zo the interest taken in the Newly- 
weds was further enhanced by the 
first appearance of the baby in the 
victure. Those who had _ merely 
smiled at the Newlyweds laughed at 
the Newlyweds and their Baby. 

Though just plain Americans of 
noederate income, the Newlyweds and 
have become known all 
over the world. They have been re- 
ceived at two foreign courts, and in 
this country have been welcomed by 
governors, senators, millionaires— 
everyone. 

Victoria, Queen of Spain, directed 
her little son’s governess to write to 
Mr. McManus a tribute to the humor 
of the Newlyweds, and the Crown 
Princess of Germany and the Count 
Bismarck von Bohlen write a similar 
letter in praise of the Newlyweds. 

It is the realness to life in the pic- 
tures of the Newlyweds and their 
Baby that makes the public take 
them in all seriousness. Scarcely a 
day has passed since the first appear- 
ance of the Newlyweds that the mail 
has not brought a score or more of 
letters to Mr. McManus giving advice 
end asking. questions about the char- 
acters he was drawing. 

The announcement made _ several 
months ago that the Newlywed baby 
would be named after the best sug- 
gestion offered by the public brought 
thousands of replies. For nearly a 
month hundreds of letters came each 
day suggesting a name for the baby. 
4 gimilar-interest was shown at the 
approach of the baby’s second tooth. 

The responses to the requests for a 
name and the best position for the 
second tooth came to Mr. McManus 
from all parts of the United State» 
snd from many other countries.

Be- 
sides a dramatization of the Newly- 
weds by Paul West, and reference to 
them in scores of cartoons and ad- 
vertisements, there have been count- 
ese articles of merchandise named 
for them. Games, puzzles, hair curl- 
“rs and articles of clothing have been 
placed on the market. 

The vast number of letters that he 
receives daily make it impossible for 
Mr. McManus to reply to all who 
write to him. He answers a6 Many as 
he can, however, especially those 
whose sincerity is particularly appeal- 
ing. Two letters he received a short 
time ago are but samples of many 
that have come to him. One was 
from St. Louis and came from a wom-~- 
an who believed herself to be dying. 
Degpite an incurable illness which 
confined her to her bed, she wrote her 
appreciation of the Newlyweds, de- 
cjaring they made the time pass 
quickly. The other letter came in 
advance of a cane made entirely from 
the comic sections of the Sunday 
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Post-Dispatch in a penitentiary in 
Arizona. The prisoner, a man sen- 
tenced for a long term, Wrote of the 
interest he and his fellow convicts 
took in the Newlyweds pictures. 

The approach of the fourth anni- 
verzary of the appearance of the New- 
lyweds has brought an _ increased 
number of letters to Mr. McManus, 
sjaowing that many people have fol- 
lowed the fortunes of the couple 
throughout their existence. A large 
number of the letters contained sug- 
gestions for a suitable celebration of 
the appearance of the Newlyweds, 
and especially urged some one day as 
the Baby’s birthday. 

That the interest taken in the New- 
lvweds is friendly in the extreme is 
shown by the countless suggestions 
received by Mr. McManus of new 
feats for #he baby to accomplish. 
Newspaper clippings from all over 
the country containing references to 
unusual performances of young babies 
are inclosed in letters almost daily. 

Mr. McManus himself is obliged to 
do much explaining among his friends 
and acquaintances who see in the 
troubles and joys of the Newlyweds 
9 fancied reference to a real experi- 
ence in their own homes. Mrs, New- 
lywed, endowed by Mr. McManus with 
rare beauty, had a host of admirers 
from the start, but Mr. Néwlywed 
has been forced to fight his way under 
the handicap of his looks. That his 
rare good nature and extreme devo- 
tion to his wife and baby have been 
recognized, the correspondence of 
Mr. McManus proves.

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HE discovery of the papers in the 
Dred Scott case among old doc- 
uments stowed away in boxes 

in a St. Louis storage warehouse the 
other day has reawakened a lively in- 
terest in what was probably the most 
eclebrated suit at law ever decided by 
‘the courts of this country. No liti- 
gation probably ever caused popular 
feeling to boil so much as did the 
Dred Scott case. No judicial decis- 
ion probably ever provoked such a 
whirlwind of public wrath at the 
North and triumph at the South, as 
did the opinion of Chief Justice Ta- 
ney, consigning Dred Scott to slav- 
ery and containing the assertion that 
“the negro had no rights which the 
white man was bound to respect.” 
The Dred Scott decision was one 
of that cluster of spectacular, dra- 
matic incidents which immediately 
preceded the Civil War and which 
Wore in a measure responsible for se- 
cession’s precipitation. Now the pa- 
ters marking the progress of that liti- 
fation from its first inception by a 
declaration filed in the Circuit Court 
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in St. Louis to the time when it be- 
came an issue for the federal courts 
are to be placed in the archives of 
the Missouri Historical Society, to re- 
main there permanently as curious 
souvenirs of a great historical epoch 
and of an epoch-making event. 

The documents themselves are yel- 
low and time-stained. The paper, 
especially of the original declaration 
in which Dred Scott asked his free- 
dom, have begun to crumble, for they 
are dry and friable with age. The 
ink is faded and the writing on sev- 
eral of the documents is almost too 
dim to be legible. 

In such state, they were found by 
J. Clarence Taussig among the pri- 
vate papers of his uncle, the late G. 
W. Taussig, for years a_ promti- 
nent member of the St. Louis bar. J. 
Clarence Taussig, also an attorney, 
‘eturned the papers to the Circuit 
Clerk and steps were taken at once to 
procure permission to place them fn 
the Missouri Historical Society’s col- 
lection 

The fact that the papers in the 
Dred Scott case were missing from 
the files in the Circuit Clerk’s office 
became known a little more than a 
rear ago. The late Mary Louis: Dal- 
ton, librarian of the M'«sourit His- 
tcrical Society, had ocension io In- 
epect the papers to obtain material 
for a magazine article A search of 
the Ales of the Cierk’s office showed 
that where the papers should havc 
been was only the reeeip: of 3 Ww’.

Mr. Taussig was dead. “or sever il 
years before his death, which oc- 
curred in 1905, he had retired from 
the practice of law on account of iII- 
health.

whereabouts of the missing papers. 
it was learned that, years ago, G. W. 
Taussig had gotten possession of 
the papers with a view to writing an 
article about the case. What he had 
done with the papers none knew, but 
the family promised to return the 
documents at once, should they ever 
be found, and notify the Historical 
Society. 

Several days ago J. Clarence Taus- 
sig, acting for the family, caused 
to be removed from storage several 
boxes which had belonged to his late 
uncle. These boxes were full of old

papers, most of which were tarn up 
and burned as they were taken out. 

While this inspecting, tearing and 
burning process was goirg on Mr. 
Vaussig picked up a bundle of frayed. 
ancient-looking documents, glanced 
at the paper on top of the bundle 
und read “Dred Scott, a man of color, 
vs. Irene Emmerson.” He knew that 
the long-lost court records had been 
found at last. Next morning they 
‘vere placed in the possession of Rec- 
ord Clerk Lewis and the receipt of 
G. W. Taussig, which had lain so 
many years in the official files, was 
given in exchange for them. 

The Dred Scott case in its incipi- 
ency was an insignificant affair, in- 
volving only the legal status of 2 
shiftless, illiterate black man, pen- 
sioner of a son of his former owner 
in Virginia, who was too stupid and 
dull to heed the things done in his 
name, who made his mark on the 
original petition and ceased to care 
about what came of the matter. 

But out of this. trivial lawsuit 
sprang a national issue, which shook 
the Union to its very foundation and 
which hurried to a climax the great- 
est drama of modern times, the 
American Civil War. Before the 
red Scott case finally wac decide 
by the United States Supreme Court 
the whole people were deeply iiiter- 
ested in it. The courtry even wit- 
nessed the remarkable spectacl> of 
the greatest men living actually lob- 
bying with the most august judicial 
body in the world in an attempt to 
obtain a decision such as met with 
the views of their party, pro-slavery 
on the one hand, anti-slavery on the 


other. 
Storm of Protest. 


When at last the dicision was 
made, a few days after the inaugura- 
tion of President Buchanan, a storm 
of popular protest swept the North. 
Newspapers discussed the case in 
vitriolic editorials. The foremost men 
of the times made it the theme of 
innumerable political speeches. 

Abraham Lincoln assailed the de- 
cision and dissected it with his mar- 
velous logic and analytical power. 
Stephen A. Douglas, fearful of the 
intense popular feeling at the North, 
repudiated the decision in part and 
thus embittered the radicals of the 
South, forfeiting by that conduct the 
Democratic nomination for President, 
ir opposition to Lincoln. 

Alexander Stephens, in contrast to 
Lincoln and Douglas, was one of the 
great men who contributed largely, 
according to historical report, in ob- 
taining the decision at' the time it 
eume and in obtaining a decision of 
the kind that was handed down. 
Senator Geyer of Missouri and Rev- 
erdy Johnson were counsel for the 
defense in the United State Supreme 
Court. The most brilliant and mem- 
orabdle names of that period of Amer- 
icon higtory figure in the Dred Scott 
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of “Uncle Tom's Cabin,”’ the repeal 
of the Missouri compromise and two 
or three other incidents of vast mo- 
ment had fanned to the blazing point 
the “frrepressible conflict.” It is 
because of its peculiar effect on the 
public mind, North and South, that 
the Dred Scott case has a permanent 
place in history and jt is because of 
that conspicuous place in_ history 
that the finding of the papers in St. 
Louis has aroused such widespread 
interest. 

A glance at the situation in this 
country just before the Civil War re- 
veals the importance of the Dred 
Seott case. As early as 1787 the 
Northwest Territory, including what 
f now the states or Tlinois, [ndi- 
ana, Ohio, Wisconsin and Michigan, 
was dedicated to freedom by an or- 
Cinance of Congress which forever 
prohibited slavery in that section of 
the country. In 1820, when Missouri 
sought admission to the Union, a 
fight was made to have her admitted 
a3 a slave State. That fight was 
compromised by a measure which 
took the name of the new State. 

By the terms of the Missouri com- 
promise the new-born commonwealth 
was to be a slave State, but all ter- 
ritory to the north of it was to be 
“free.” Then followed the Mexican 
War and the acquisition to the South 
of Texas and other territory. But 
the vast domain of the Northwest 
constantly threatened to destroy the 
preponderance of the South in tne 
government of the country. 

The Dred Scott case was filed in 
St. Louis first in 1846. Dred Scott 
had belonged to Dr. John Emmerson, 
a surgeon in the United States Army 
and a citizen of St. Louis. Scott was 
purchased in Virginia and taken, 
among other places to which his 
owner was assigned by command- 
ing officers, to the military post 
at Rock Island, Ill. Subsequent- 
ly the negro was taken to Fort Snell- 
ing, in the terri made free by he 
Missouri comprom Thus, in his 
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life, Dred Scott twice lived in 
“free” territory. 

By the terms of Dr. Emmerson’s 
will his widow, who did not desire 
to own slaves, could not manumit 
Scott. nor did she feel that it would 
be right to sell him. So she aban- 
doned him to his own devices, leaving 


him at Jefferson Barracks. 


He was shiftless and, though prac- 
tically free, became dependent, with 
his wife and two children, on Taylor 
Biow, a son of his old Virginia mas- 
ier. Mr. BloW lived in St. Louis. He 
realized that Dred Scott was the ob- 
ject of an interesting legal question 
and furthermore he did not fancy the 
idea of providing for a slave belong- 
ing to someone else. So he consult- 
ed Field & Hall, attorneys of St. 
Louis, who filed suit to have Scott 
declared free because he had been 
taken into free territory by his mas- 


ter. 
Against the Negro. 

Scott’s case was tried by Circul 
Judge John M. Krum and decid 
against the negro. A new trial was 
6btained and Judge Alexander Ham- 
ilton heard the second case. Dred 
Scott won in that trial. Then Mrs. 
Fimmerson, not because she cared 
about Dred Scott's liberty, but be- 
cause she was being sued for his 
wages ever since he had first been 
taken to “free” territory, appealed 
the suit. The Supreme Court decided 
against Scott and in her favor. 


In the meantime she had married a 
citizen of Massachusetts, who did not 
Cesire his wife to figure in litigation 
with a slave. So, Dred Scott's coun- 
sel filed suit in the Federal Court, 
alleging that the negro was a citi- 
ten of Missouri and that Mrs. Chaf- 
fee, formerly Mrs. Emmerson, was 
a citizen of Massachusetts, thus en- 
titling him to sue in the federal 
courts. A Federal jury declared 
Scott a slave, title to hfs person hav- 
ing been transferred by Mrs. Chaffee 
to her brother, John A. Sanford, so

The case was appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court, where 
it lay for several years. The mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court hated to 
face the issue. 

Leading Southerners realized, how- 
ever, that here was a chance to have 
vill such slavery restrictions as the 
Missouri compromise declared in- 
valid and unconstitutional. Great 
pressure was brought on the Supreme 
Court justices, by appeals to their 
yo ltical feeling, to their partisan 
creeds, to their patriotism, to their 
ambition, and in a hundred ways, ex- 
cept actual corruption. 

The court had agreed to merely 
affirm the decision of the jury and 
treat the question as a local matter, 
with which the Supreme Court did 
rot care to concern itself. This de-
